Department gives l(udos to civilians, 
personnel for extraordinary efforts

On Nov. 12, a masked man robbed the 
Bank of Hampton Roads on Dam Neck 
Road, shooting at one of the tellers. Un- 
able to escape by car, the man hurried to 
a nearby apartment complex, to the 
house of 81 -year-old tenant Mary Cer- 
vone. 

For the next two hours, Cervone used 
prayer and cold drinks to calm her captor, 
encouraging him to seek forgiveness for 
his actions. Soon, the man allowed her 
to leave for a nearby church function 
with the agreement that she not inform 



anyone of the day's actions. In return, the 
man promised to leave Cervone's house 
before she returned. 

Shortly after arriving, Cervone told her 
granddaughter, Debbie Highsmith about 
the terrifying encounter. Highsmith 
called the local police, and, with the akl 
of a SWAT team, the man was soon ^- 
prehended. 

Otf March 16 David Nix and his wife 
were traveling on Indian River Road 
when they observed a heavily damaged 
car in the middleof the roadway. After 
closer inspection revealed that the car was 
empty. Nix and police officer Bill Dean 



deduced that the driver might have been 
ejected from the crash. 

Nearby, the two men found a man 
floating facedown in nearby water. Nix 
leapt into the water and lifted the victim 
to safety. Nix helped the man to breathe 
on his own and stayed with him until 
rescue services arrived. 

On Jan. 1 1 , David Jemmott heard a car 
crash outside his home. Venturing into 
the street, Jemmott witnessed a man 
scrambling away from the wreckage. 

A few moments later, the man returned 
with a woman, insU'ucting her to take re- 
sponsibility for the incident. Jemmott 
approached the couple, and informed the^ 
man that he knew the truth of what had 
happened — indeed the man was at fault.

Beach boy featured on CHKD telethon 



Life-threatening injuries weren 't 
enougli to l(eep youth, 5, down

Last July 30 was a typical summer 
day in the life of the Knepper family. 

At least it started out that way. 

Ellen Knepper — mother to Kristin, 
10, Brian, 8, and twins Michael and 
Daniel, 5 — had enjoyed a day at the 
pool. Ellen pulled the family van into 
their Glenwood home driveway, and 
the eager young crew pulled open the 
door and piled out, even though she 
wasn't parked. 

Ellen scanned the yard to make sure 
all the kids were out of the way before 
she backed the van into the garage. 

One, two, three, four youngsters and 
some neighborhood kids. 

Looked good. 

She put the vehicle in reverse and 
slowly started to back up. 

Then Ellen felt a bump. She stopped 
immediately. 

There was a lump in her throat. 
Surely it wasn't a child. Perhaps a 
bicycle or some other kid equipment. 
But, please, not a child. 

Ellen got out of the van and went 
around to the back to find Daniel, one 
of her youngest, pinned under the right 
rear wheel. The boy's right arm was 
shielding his chest, the weight of the 
vehicle bearing dowii. 

"At that point I'm screaming," 
remembered Ellen. "A neighbor outside 
didn't know why. Here I was trying to 
lift the van and my adrenaline was 
pumping. I knew after a second I 
couldn't do it." 



Ellen had no choice but to drive the 
car forward. She knew that, had she 
gone backward any more, she'd have 
rolled right over the little boy with, the 
full weight of the vehicle. 

"Believe it or not, he was conscious 
the entire time," said Ellen. 

By now Ellen was on the ground with 
her son, uying to get the youth to stay 
down as the neighbor called 911 for an 
ambulance. But Daniel wanted to get 
up and move around. Ellen recalls he 
wasn't even crying, despite a possible 
crushing chest wound. 

For a brief while, Ellen watched in 
horror as red spots appeared on her 
son^s face — blood vessels popping 
from the pressure — and then he 
couldn't see. 

"Then after a few seconds he could 
see again," said Ellen. 

Daniel still wanted to move, but she 
wouldn't let him. Instead, she cradled 
him in her arms until the ambulance 
arrived to whisk him to the trauma 
center at Sentara Norfolk General. 

It was the beginning of the Kneppers' 
three-week odyssey with Children's 
Hospital of the King's Daughters 
(CHKD). 

Once in Norfolk, the Virginia 
Beach mother learned Daniel had a 
severe chest-crushing injury. His 
clavicle may be broken, doctors said, 
and perhaps a rib. 

All Ellen could do was wait.

Wrong 'Perspective' of politics, Virginia history

The Perspectives column by Eileen Huey of May 
19, needs a response for it seems that Huey's knowl- 
edge of politics and Virginia history is lacking. 

For the past century the Democratic Party has con- 
trolled the entire state. It has been partially main- 
tained by the Dillon rule, whereby a locality can do 
nothing unless permitted by the state, and the prohi- 
bition of partisan local elections. This control has 
permitted Democratic Party shadow govo'nments in 
which influential people exert their influence behind 
the political scene for their personal benefit. 

An example is the city of Norfolk, reportedly the 
most cash-strapped city in Virginia. But it is only 
cash strapped when it comes to schools, libraries, 
recreation centers, street repair and other needs of the 
general population. The shadow government has 
caused considerable tax revenue investment for a 
beautiful downtown, including Waterside, Ballpailc, 
Nauticus and skyscraper commercial buildings. Who 
is making the profit from this downtown invesunent 
of tax revenues? Is it the shadow government and 
friends? Ask the Norfolk council for an accounting. 

The Norfolk shadow government abolished the 
ward system around 1918 to keep blacks and others 
off of City Council and replaced it with the at-large 
system. Now only the rich and powerful shadow gov- 
ernment could hold/control local political offices. 

This worked until a few blacks took advantageof 
the federal election laws, sued for the ward system, 
and got it. The power of the city government is 
slowly transferring to the people. It is now up to the 
people to replace the shadow government representa- 
tives, as well as self-serving recently elected council 



members, regardless of tiieir race. 

The Democratic Party shadow government has 
placed people in the state legislature, City Council 
and judge's chaml>ers. Some of these appointments 
were well deserved, but how many were political pay- 
offs for supporting the shadow government? It has 
been the "Good Old Boy Network," and no individual 
or group has been powerful enough to stop this one 
party rule by the unseen shadow government. 

A political party gives ordinary people of similar 
beliefs the opportunity to join together and publicly 
present their ideas and candidates to the general public 
for its approval. This happens on the state and na- 
tional level. To prohibit it in local elections is to 
steal people's rights and is crooked politics. 

The Republican Party is gradually taking over the 
state government, and I hope they extend to the local- 
ities the same rights for candidate nomination and 
support as is on the state and national level. 

The old saying that "you cannot fight City Hall" is 
perpetuated by the shadow government that runs a 
city hall. 

It was Democratic Gov. Chuck Robb who was 
governor of Virginia when the right of local political 
parties to nominate candidates was removed from our 
charter. This is the same person now known as Sen. 
Chuck Robb who recently voted against an amend- 
ment to the U.S. Constitution to protect the flag 
from desecration — the very same U.S. flag that mil- 
lions of us have served under and many have died in 
defense of what it stands for. 

Is Robb robbing us of our birthright?

When that de-coupling is on a 
global scale, the first effect is for 
multi-national corporations to trip all 
over one another in tlieir rush to set 
up production in law-and-order soci- 
eties with large labor forces that can 
be exploited al will. 

The best scenario for corporations 
to vastly increase profits is to locate 
their production in a heavily popu- 
lated country with an educated, but 
impoverished, workforce who are 
under the total control of a dictatorial 
government.

House of Representatives? None 
whatsoever. Despite the fierce oppo- 
sition of such powerful and divergent 
forces as organized labor, the Demo- 
cratic Congressional leadership, the 
Christian conservative wing of the 
Republican Party, and virtually ev- 
ery one of the politically powerful 
veteran and environ-mental groups, 
PNTR passed the House with a 32- 
vote margin. 

Dollars buy policy in Washington 
— that, my friends, is the tragic real- 
ity of our current political system. 
And, no group has more dollars in- 
vested in controlling our governmen- 
tal policies than big business; and no 
issue is more important to it than 
permanent access to doing business 



in China.

So, why on earth would a die-hard 
progressive like yours truly, who 
deeply cares aboutequity for thecom- 
mon man and protection of the earth 's 
environmental balance, even consider 
supporting the passage of PNTR — 
because global tfade itself is good, 
and even desirable.

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Princess Anne County saw the ar- 
rival of its first ambulance in the late 
1940s. It was a World War II surplus 
Army field ambulance and was im- , 
mediately placed into service as a 
mobile first 
aid station. It 
was used pri- 
marily for 
providing 
emergency 
care at the 
sceneof fires, 
but its role 
quickly ex- 
panded as the 
local citizens 
began re- 
questing the 
services of 
the ambu- 
lance to 
transport 
them to the 
area hospi- 
tals. 
At the time 
thesmallresort 
town of Virginia Beach was incorpo- 
rated on March 6, 1906, its land area 
totaled 1 ,600 acres and had a popula- 
tion of 642. On Feb. 12, 1952, Vir- 
ginia Beach was designated as a city 
of the second class with a population 
of 42,277, and the first incorporated 
rescue squad \ds formed, being de- 
clared as "true system" development. 
The rescue squad's sole mission 
was set forth to assist the general 
public by providing first aid and trans- 
portation to area hospitals. It covered 
a vast area, including ftincess Anne 
County, and made frequent trips not 
only to the local Virginia Beach Hos- 
pital, but hospitals in Norfolk as well. 
This was the beginning of what is 
now theonly all volunleeremergency 
medical services system among this 
nation's 150 most populous cities. 

In 1963, at the merger of Princess 
Anne County and Virginia Beach, 
the city became a first class city with 
a total population of 125,000. At the 
lime of the merger, there were a total 
of nine volunteer reaiue squads serv- 
ing the new city. That same year a 
new rescue squad was added at the 
Princess Anne Plaza area, and, in 
1974, the Sandbridge Volunteer Res- 
cue Squad was formed raising the 
total to 11. In 1975, the city-funded 
central office of Emergency Medical 
Services (EMS) was formed and since 
that time, the service has matured and 
is presently a full division of the 
executive department of the city of 
Virginia Beach. 

The 800-plus dedicated volunteer 
rescue, members donate their time 
each month with one of the city's 1 1 
volunteer rescue squads. These 
squads, which are distributed from 
Chesapeake Beach to Blackwater, 
have 33 advance life support ambu- 
lances that provide emergency am- 
bulance service 24 hours a day, 365 
days a year, seven crash trucks, eight 
rapid response life support zone cars, 
a surf rescue team and a rescue dive 
team. 

In 1997, a SWAT TacUcal Para- 
medic program was" formed to assist 
the police department's SWAT per- 
sonnel during dangerous situations. 
A medic become a part of this tactical 
paramedic team early in 1998. A vol- 
unteer officer team designed two 
state-of-the-art command vehicles 
which are used by the EMS teams to 
direct major incidents. 

There are several special teams 
formed with volunteers from every 
station and coordinated by the Vir- 
ginia Bea;h Department of Emer- 
gency Medical Services. These 
unique groups perform a variety of 
critical functions including vehicle 
extrication, water rescue and law en- 
forcement support. 

The most visible are the heavy res- 
cue trucks. Six of these specialty ve- 
hicles are operated by the volunteere. 
Their prinfary role is to rescue acci- 
dent victims who are trapped in their 
cars. The trucks carry the "jaws of 
life" and an array of other tools de- 
signed to pull, cut, lift, pry or other- 
wise remove metal. Their crews can 
dismantle anything from a bus to a 
candy machine. Additional medical 
equipment is carried to provide care 
for at least eight patients at the same 
time. 
The heavy rescue teams are a tre- 
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mendous resource for response to 
any type of disaster. 

Since Virginia Beach is a coastal 
city, the volunteers have created a 
highly-trained water rescue force. A 
boat team, based from the Ocean 
Park Rescue Squad station, is able to 
provide five boats designed for both 
ocean and inland water operations. 
One of the boats is kept in the city 
marina, while the others can be 
traileied to more distant locations. 
The Creeds and Knotts Island squads 
also each have a boat. Boat team 
personnel are trained for many types 
of search and rescue incidents. They 
are particularly skilled at reaching 
victims in areas that are too shallow 
for larger Coast Guard craft. 

For underwater work, EMS relies 
on an all-volunteer dive team. This 
group is largely made up of profes- 
sional and military divers who want 
to give something back to the com- 
munity. They respond to all water 
rescue incidents and work closely 
with the boat team. This year the 
team added two Navy surplus boats 
which have given them better work- 
ing platforms for diving. 

During large outdoor gatherings, 
rescue personnel can be found patrol- 
ling on bicycles. The bike team is 
designed to allow medics to get 
through crowds quickly and safely. 
They offer ideal support for events 
such as July 4th Family Fun Day and 
the American Music Festival. 

A "golf cart ambulance" operated 
by the Virginia Beach Rescue Squad 
often supports the bike team efforts. 
All team members are specially 
trained in search operations as well. 
They are frequently called to comb 
large areas to search for missing per- 
sons. Volunteer members come from 
all 1 1 rescue squads. 

The rescue squad answers all types 
of calls from heart attacks to car 
crashes. In 1999, they responded to 
an excess of 26,000 calls with an 
average response time of six minutes 
and nine seconds. They provided the 
city with more than $7 million in 
volunteer labor. Because they rely on 
donations from the public to support 
their operations, the squads do not 
charge for their services. Other area 
cities charge anywhere from $100 to 
$300 per call. 

What still makes it so unique is that 
this city of some 450,000 people still 
relies on an all volunteer rescue scr- 
vicie. It continues only because of its 
very nature. Its dedicated volunteers 
and the enormous support provided 
to it by the community and city gov- 
ernment make it special. It is a system 
composed of people from many walks 
of life with adesire to give something 
back to their community. 

It is this community spirit, together 
with the volunteers' unique relation- 
ship with city government and the 
community, whrch makes this emer- 
gency medical service system the best 
that can be found anywhere. Over the 
last 60 years, many additions and 
innovative changes have marked the 
development of one of the most 
unique systems in the country.

"Winsome Sears: 9{(ypE for the future

It has been said that it's not the roof over 
one's head that matters, but the family 
beneath the roof. But what happens when 
there is no roof — no place to call home? 

In Hampton Roads, women and children 
with no place to turn can find that roof ai 
the Salvation Army's HOPE Center. 
Serving the homeless from all five South 
Hampton Roads cities, the center offers a 
place to live as they suuggle to get back on 
their feet. 

Winsome Sears, a former Marine Corps 
corporal, is the director who motivates the 
residents to help themselves. But she's also 
realistic in her expectations. 

"When I came here, 1 thought my goal 
was to change everyone and help 
everybody," she explained. "It hasn'fcbcen 
thai way. I realize that my agenda for them 
and their children is not necessarily their 
agenda." 

Scars, who became director of the shelter 
in April 1999, believes her job was a 
calling. Formerly employed as a customer 
relations/service manager, she dreamed one 
night of changing her life and awoke the 
next morning knowing she had to eventually 
switch careers. That's when divine 
providence stepped in. 

Seiirs' boss at the time knew she would be 
perfect for an open post with the Salvation 
Army and even suggested she apply. Scars 
did and got an interview. But the post she 
really wanted was director of the HOPE 
Center. When the Salvation Army called 
her back, they offered her that job instead! 

Scars, who wanted to work hands on with 
women and children in crisis, had found her 
ideal job. 

She has discovered that the "director" 
title isn't necessarily all that glamorous, but 
she's thankful for everything it means. 

"Yesterday 1 had to hang shower curtains 
— what a highlalutin job!" she laughed. 

The heart of what Sears does, however, is 
help women and children out of lough 
situations. She's a mother, drill instructor, 
handyman, counselor and manager ail 
wrapped in one. 

"Some of these ladies come here because 
of domestic abuse or poor choices made in 
their lives, drug abuse or being 
institutionalized. Or they were trying to live 
like the Joneses, though they didn't realize 
the Joneses were living off credit cards 
too," she said. 

One of Sears' favorite parts of the job is 
when a client asks whether they can sit 
down in prayer. 

"We're not afraid to name Jesus here," 
she smiled. 

Being director, however, can be 
complicated. Sears must be friendly but 
firm, often bringing clients' expectations 
back to reality when they want to purchase 
an expensive dress or SIOO sneakers for 
their children on their meager incomes — if 
they have income. 

Sears is excited about a new aspect ol the 
HOPE Center's future, an on-site day care 
center being designed by the same woman 
who designed Old Dominion University's 
early childhood education center. Once 
opened, it will mean women can go on job 
interviews without their children and find 
employment without worrying about day 
care. 

The next step is funding the project. The 
center is looking at a one-year timeline to 
make the day care a reality. 

Scars is excited about the prospect which 
will help women become self-reliant. 

"This is a ministry," she explained, "and 
in any ministry there is sacrifice involved. 
We're not going to just give you a handout 
— a fish. We're going to teach you to fish." 
Sears admits this tough love approach is 
often just what the Hope Center's clients 
need. 

"Sometimes ihcy don't want to hear what 
you have to say," she said. "I have learned 
that leadership is lonely." 

But, she added, being HOPE Center 
director has ahso taught her a few things 
about herself. 

Among them, "I thought I knew what I 
was when 1 got here." 

Today, Sears considers everything she 
does and how it will impact residents of the 
HOPE Center, and she tries to always make 
decisions for the best. 

"First and foremost, you're dealing with 
people's lives. It's one thing to be a 
stockbroker, but it's another to be talking 
about the basics of food, shelter and 
clothing,"

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leadership thai PTNR will lead to 
more economic freedom and the de- 
velopment of a strong middle class in 
China is much less convincing. Let's 
be clear here. PTNR will not promote 
individual entrepreneur activity, ac- 
cess to capital for small businesses, 
or rising wages and benefits for work- 
ers (only achievable though an orga- 
nized labor force) to China. No na- 
tion, including our own, ever devel- 
oped a strong middle class without 
all three of those economic freedoms 
fully in force. 

In fact, PNTR will likely make a 
bad situation worse where those free- 
doms are concerned. History teaches 
us that unbridled capitalism only pro- 
dtKg&gains for the privileged class of 
awo-tiered society, because it alone 
has access to capital and, hence, any 
economic power. In China, that elite 
privileged class is the members of the 
Communist Party that rule their 
people with an iron hand. 

Not that we heard one word from 
the well-funded business lobby that 
PNTR was about moving America's 
manufacturing base to China on a 
grand scale. Far from it. They in- 
stead insisted this trade bill was only 
about selling more American prod- 
ucts to the enormous Chinese mar- 
ket. In fairness to the PNTR propo- 
nents, that expanded market is a real- 
ity when it comes to our farm prod- 
ucts as opposed to manufactured 
goods. 

And, Lord knows, our fanners de- 
serve the expansion. The "Freedom 
to Farai Act of 1996" stripped our 
farmers of the subsidies that insured 
their economic survival in times of 
glutted markets by promising them a 
steady global marketplace to stave 
off bankruptcy from rapidly falling 
commodity prices. However, under 
the combination of the Asian mon- 
etary crisis and a bankrupt Russian 
economy, the Freedom to Farm Act 
ended up only dealing a deathblow to 
millions of small fanners across our 
nation. 

So, if opening China's market to 
American agriculture goods is the 
goal of PNTR, then why didn't we 
long ago threaten to close our billion 
dollar consumer maricet to Chines 
goods (which comprises nearly 70 
percent of their GNP) unless they 
opened their market to our agricul- 
tural products? Why, indeed! 

Because PNTR is not about open- 
ing markets to help our small farming 
industry to survive except inciden- 
tally. It's primary purpose is to in- 
sure China's entry into the WTO to 
remove the risk to multi-national com- 
panies of moving their manufactur- 
ing base into China, as well as to 
protect their intellectual property 
rights when they do so. 

Most disturbing is that increased 
exploi tation of Chinese workers (who 
make up nearly 90 percent of their 6 
billion people) is unlikely to warm 
their hearts toward capitalism itself. 
It could instead convince the Chinese 
people (as it has. already done far too

frequently in Russia) that American 
capitalism is only concerned with 
imperial exploitation of less wealthy 
nations for their own self-serving 
puqx)ses. Such alienation of the 
Chinese people is scarcely in our 
national best interest to say the least. 

Of course, if American companies 
would insisrthat they must be given 
the right to provide their employees 
with core labor standards, including 
the right to organize within their fac- 
tories, before they will locate their 
manufacturing operation in China, it 
would be a different story. But a 
snowball has a better chance in Ha- 
des than we have that our multi-na- 
tional businesses will voluntarily 
adopt that practice. 

Still, all is not lost on the securing 
of human rights, workers' rights and 
environmental protection in China 
and other developing nations in the 
worid. It took centuries for Ameri- 
cans and other advanced capitalist 
societies to establish those essential 
rights within their own borders. Who 
believes that grass roots Americans 
have forgotten those hard- fought 
struggles that were won only after so 
much difficulty? Certainly not I. 

This global battle for true Ameri- 
can values being extended to every 
nation on earth has only just begun. 
If I had to bet on its outcome, I'd put 
my money on the fiercely indepen- 
dent ethical character and sense of 
fairness of the vast majority of the 
American people. 

After all, they have again and again 
even put their lives on the line for the 
political freedom of others. Who 
would bet that they will sit silently by 
for the exploitation of their fellow- 
man by American businesses or the 
environmental destruction of their 
planet? 

On the issue of global trade, I am 
more than willing to rely upon the 
wise words of President Clinton who 
more than once has advised — "Just 
put your tnist in the American people, 
because when all is said and done, 
they will always get it right"

Daniel was transferred to 
CHKD's intensive care unit that 
night. 

A little while later, Ellen 
learned Daniel's lungs "were not 
good" as a result of the accident. 

"I wanted to know how he was 
going to be, and basically they 
said, 'Let's see how he gets 
through the first eight hours,'" 
Ellen said. 

"Thai was the first time I had 
the impression of 'let's just see 
him survive,'" she remembered. 

Eight hours later, Ellen was 
told, "Let's see how he does the 
next 12 hours." 

In the meantime, Ellen's 
parents came to watch her other 
three children as she readied ks 
a mother's vigil. 

Kept unconscious with 
paralyzing drugs so his lungs 
could heal, Daniel had a ch'est 
lube and tracheotomy. Then his 
body began to fill with air, which 
doctors couldn't understand. 

"You could touch him and his 
arm sounded like littte Rice 
Krispies crackling," said Ellen. 

But amazingly, no bones or ribs 
were broken. 

Several days and more tubes 
later, Daniel's body began to 
"deflate," much to everyone's 
relief. His lungs were healing, 
and he was doing much better, 

"After the air started coming 
out, it was just a matter of days 
before he started really 
recuperating," she said. 

Daniel was transferred to 
CHKD's Progressive Care Unit 
and eventually Rehabilitation fix- 
stretched neck muscles. 

On Aug. 21, he was released tto 
go home, though he continued 
therapy through December. 

Today, Daniel is a happy, 
healthy youngster who loves T-

Roads area, Daniel may have;,, 
died. 

"Thank God for CHKD, 
because you can't anticipate 
anything like this happening," 
she noted. "Without CHKD. his 
chances of survival would have 
been just that — chancy." 

Considered an "amazing 
recovery" by CHKD, Daniel will 
be featured in a telethon segment 
between 1:40 and 2 p.m. Sunday. 
Ellen credits Daniel's resiliency 
as "a lough little guy" and 
CHKD with pulling him through. 

Ironically, Daniel isn't really 
impressed with all this. A happy 
child, he's just excited to be 
going on tejevision to "1^ 
famous" with his mother.

Ellen noted Daniel hasn't 
forgotten the accident, though 
she hopes one day he will. 

The experience has taught 
them a couple of things: cherish 
life and always be careful.

Night of the turtle 
confutes old memories 




Out in 
Lett Field

Over ihc years, I * ve generally found 
turllcs — wiih the exception of alli- 
gator snappers — to be fine, upstand- 
ing reptiles. 
As a youngster, I had a variety of 
turtles as 
pets; al- 
though box 
turtles and 
sliders 
dominated 
my collec- 
tion, it was 
really the 
saltwater 
varieties 
that cap- 
tured my 
imagina- 
tion. Sea 
turtles have 
inhabited 
the world's 
■^^^— ^^^^^ oceans for 
more than 
150 million years; their survival is 
threatened. When I learned that the 
remains of a number sea turtles have 
recently floated ashore along the east 
coast, I was u^oubled. 1 had hoped that 
regulations requiring all U.S. offshore 
shrimp uawlers equip their trawls 
with TEDs (turtle excluder devices) 
might reduce the senseless deaths of 
sea turtles — I know it definitely has 

— yet thousands of these magnifi- 
cent animals still perish. It is dis- 
heartening. 

1 can clearly recall the exact mo- 
ment that my friendship with turtles 
began. It seems like only yesterday, 
but it wasn't. My personal involve- 
ment with these charming reptiles 
began eons ago — during my forma- 
tive years. 

While my dad and 1 were fishing 
from the hull of an ancient wooden 
barge (a hazard to navigation) on a 
sand oar near Liule Creek, I hap- 
pened to catch a diamondback terra- 
pin by accident rather than by design. 
My dad, of course, wanted to release 
him immediately, but my desire (af- 
ter much pleading) to keep him as a 
pet prevailed. For several weeks, I 
kept Terry the Terrapin prisoner in a 
55 gallon drum in the back yard. 

1 returned home after a successful 
fishing trip with the intent of sharing 
my catch with ol' Terry. Terry had 
"escaped." My dad explained that 
Terry missed his family so much that 
he climbed up the wall of the steel 
barrel and instinctively headed for 
the creek. My dad said that Terry's 
super-reptilian feat was possible be- 
cause he was separated from his lov- 
ing family. 

I had no trouble accepting my 
father'sexplanation. He could be most 
convincing when he chose to be. I 
trusted his accountof what happened. 
Although my dad readily admitted 
that he had witnessed the "escape," 
he confessed that he did nothing to 
stop it. After my dad's dramatic ac- 
count of Terry's suffering by being 
separated from his family, 1 certainly 
had no objection to ol' Terry return- 
ing to his relatives. I had not consid- 
ered how stressful such an estrange- 
ment could be 10 a reptile. Since diat 
time, I've considered turUcs — well 

— to be like people. 

Years later I had the good fortune 
to make the acquaintance of a rare 
Kemp's-ridley at Uie Virginia Insti- 
tute of Marine Science at Gloucester 
Point. His name was Rico — at least 
that's what they called him — and 
some hungry |»edaior had removed 
part of one of his flippers. He was 
recovering from the attack at VIMS. 
Although I'm not certain what be- 
came of Rico, I've always had vi- 
sions of him "escaping" from the 
marine science tank, slipping into the 
waters of the York River, and ending 
up at the Looc Key National Marine 
Sanctuary near Marathon, Florida. 

Afterl took up scuba diving during 
tlK spasm of a mid-life crisis, I occa- 
sionally encountered an isolated sea 
turtle. During 10 years of diving, I 
"met" a handful of sea turtles, but the 
CCTiiact was fleeting. While most of 
them were loggerheads, I spotted 
other species as well — a green turtle 
on a site called East Shark Harbor off 
Marathon and a pair of leatherback 
turtles on the Rompidas shipwreck 



along ihc Cay Sal Banks in the Baha- 
mas. 

As far as turtle encounters were 
concerned, spoiling two huge leath- 
erback turllcs on the shipwreck dur- 
ing a nighl dive had ba'n the high- 
light of my rcplilian diving adven- 
tures. 

During a night dive on a crumpled 
up old steel barge dubbed ihc 
Hesperus (not in anyway associated 
with Longfellow's "The Wreck of 
thcHc:;iK:us"im '-, 'i;:;iiii, k'Apcri- 
enced Uic uliiinalc lurtlc dive. 

The Hesperus wreck was situated 
in about 20 feet of water on a smooth, 
sandy boltom. During an afternoon 
dive, ihe wreck served as a shelter for 
yellowtaiis and grunLS while a couple 
of harmless nurse sharks cruised the 
outer edges of the wreck. Frankly, 
the site was just short of boring, and 
I had decided to forget about the 
night dive bc<;ause I was experienc- 
inga problem with the shultcrrelease 
button on my old Nikonos. Had it not 
been for Jeff Haniian, 1 probably 
wouldn't have "gotten- wet." Jeff 
needed a dive buddy and I agreed to 
go. Il was one of the smartest moves 
I've ever made. 



I can clearly recall 
the exact moment 
that my friendship 
with lurtles began. 



More than a dozen loggerheads 
had decided to sleep on the wreck 
that night. They were all over that old 
barge. Jeff illuminated the turtles with 
his dive light, and 1 shot a thirty-six 
exposure roll of film on that dive - my 
Nikonos worked perfectly. The turtles 
were so thick that I occasionally 
bumped the top of my head on one 
turtle while I was photographing an- 
other. If more than a dozen lurUes in 
one spot was not enough, I found an 
additional bonus: several of die log- 
gerheads had remoras attached to their 
carapaces. 

That evening encounter wiili the 
loggerheads on thatclcarAugustnight 
near Bimini was an experience I'll 
never forget. No models could ever 
have been more cooperative, more 
photogenic. 

Whenever I. see— or hear of — die 
remainsof loggerhead washing upon 
.some AUantic beach, I feel as if I've 
lost a friend. It seems that I've lost 
quite a few lately. I wonder if any of 
those splendid creatures that I met 
that night on the Hesperus wreck 
were among tlie loggerhead corpses 
that have recently washed ashore 
along die Outer Banks of NorUi Caro- 
lina.

VB Public Utilities acquires 
last private water company 



Virginia Beach Public Utilities 
announces the acquisition of Indiw 
River Water Company (IRWC), 
the last remaining privately-owned 
water utility in the city. Indian 
River Water Company provided 
water to Virginia Beach and Chesa- 
peake in the vicinity of Indian 
River and MacDonald roads, serv- 
ing 150 homes and businesses in 
the Indian River Estates and Sherry 
Park areas. 

The purchase of IRWC will 
provide an integrated water utility 
system for the city and satisfy the 
goal of the 1977 Mayor's Commit- 
tee for "...a coordinated, economi- 
cal system in the best interest of 
all citizens." Since 1977, the city 
has acquired four other private 
water utilities with an estimated 
2,000 customers and six sanitary 
sewer utilities with an estimated 
20,000 customers. 

In addition to supplying water in 
full compliance with all state and 



federal drinking water standards, 
city water services will provide IR- 
WC's former Virginia Beach cus- 
tomers with improved water pres- 
sure, reliable fire protection and 24- 
hour emergency service at a lower 
rate than that charged with IRWC. 

"We are very proud of this ac- 
complishment," said Virginia 
Beach Mayor MeyeraE. Obemdorf, 
"and of the fact that we are now 
better able to provide uniform 
water service and fire protection to 
residents served by the public water 
system." 

For the time being, customers 
will receive their new water source 
through the existing distribution 
system, purchased by the city from 
IRWC. During the next year, all 
pipes will be replaced and fire hy- 
drants will be installed. For more

$360,000 City Hall renovation unveiled

The renovation of the City Council 
chambers in City Hall, which will cost 
an estimated S360,000, should improve 
the sound and lighting in the council 
chambers in addition to its appearance. 

But, most important, the work will 
keep the ceiling from falling in. 

David Grochmal, director of general 
services, told City Council at a work- 
shop Tuesday. 

Complicating the work and pushing 
the cost of the project up will be the ic- 
moval of asbestos in the ceiling. 
Grochmal said that the 32-year old build- 
ing is highly used and is the biggest 
building with asbestos throughout the 
building. 

Currently, the asbestos on the third 



floor of the building which is undergoing 
renovation is being removed. Grcxhmal 
said tha^thc city's plan is to remove all 
the asbestos whenever any renovation 
lakes place. 

He said thai ihociiy has ticcapiiUching - 
the ceiling for years but thai the continu- 
ous repairing of the tiles weakens the 
ceiling and above the ceiling is the as- 
bestos making it more difficult to repair 
in safety. He said that staff is afraid that 
one day the ceiling will fall down. 

He said that the cily continues to rc- 
ccivc complaints about the lighting qual- 
ity — it's too light on the dais and loo 
dark in the audience section, and the 
sound quality. Upgrading has never 
solved the problem.

The city has received a check for S 185,025 from the Department of Interior in lieu 
of taxes for the Back Bay Wildlife Refuge and the part of the Mackay Island Refuge 
that is in Virginia.

She said that between 1990 to 1999 the cily has received 82,342,715 to replace the 
revenue the city would have received if ihc government lands had not been exempted 
from taxes. The amount awarded, said Henley, is based on three-fourths of one 
percent of the fair market value of the land. 

Henley also listed among the refuge projecta4o promote the use of the refuges by 
the public are the erection of a National Environmental Center, public fishing and 
canoe kayaking on Back Bay. 

City Manager James K. Spores said thai part of this money is used for ihc 
Agriculture Reserve Program. 



Police chaplains 'pa trols bring 
calming 'spirit' to ocean front

Don Staton is a cop. 

Well, sort of. 

Specifically, Staton is the supervi- 
sor for the Virginia Beach Police 
Chaplains as they pau-ol the Virginia 
Beach ocean front every Friday and Sat- 
urday night. 

"Those are tlie busiest nights of the 
week," explains Staton, a former Vir- 
ginia State Trooper. "We don't work 
on other nights tecause the police d:- 
partment doesn't ask us to." 

Staton has been walking since 1989. 

"That was when Greek Fest oc- 
curred," he remembers. "We had riots 



and looting, millions of dollars in 
damages were caused. This program is 
a direc! outgrowth of that problem. 

'Chaplains do whatever they can lo 
help the police. We provide personal 
assistance, we help with family axl 
personal problems, we do death no- 
tices, help with invcsligaiions. Our 
goal is to educate the community in 
what police officers do, and help po- 
lice officers understand what the com- 
munity thinks of ihcm, and wants 
from them. This way, we can help 
communication between the iwo." 

It's lime to gel out on the slrcci. 
The chaplams (there arc six working 
tonight) join hands for a moment of

prayer. Afterwards, Chaplain Joseph 
Paluszak breaks into song. 

"Praise the Lord, Praise the Lord, lei 
the Earth hear his voice," he sings 
"Praise the Lord, Praise the Lord, let 
the people rejoice." 

His colleagues join in, and soon the 
room is filled with song. 

"O come to ihe Father through Jesus 
ihc son, and give him the glory, great 
things he has done." 

For the chaplains, it's something 
they do before going out on patrol. 

Working on specific blocks, these 
chaplains — from a variety of different 
religions — are not like regular po- 
licemen. They do not make arrests, 
write tickets, carry guns or other usual 
aspects of police work. Instead, this 
small group attempts to stop prob- 
lems before they start by intervening 
in situations that could mean trouble 
(arguments, people blocking crowds or 
traffic, etc.). 

"We're actually trying to keep peo- 
ple from getting arrested," Staton 
says. "We give them the choice — 
they can either move on or head to 
jail. Most people would rather talk to 
a chaplain than to a policeman. 

"We're not really nervous about not 
being armed out there," he asserts, 
"because there's anywhere from 30 lo 
40 police officers out there with me, 
and if I put out the slightest need for 
any kind of assistance, I'll be over- 
whelmed with blue uniforms shortly." 
The chaplains walk up and down 
21st Street. 

"With all the bars and restaurants on 
this street," says Paluszak, "we have 
lo spend a lot of lime here " 



Creeds rescue 
squad marks 
five decades

Creeds was a remote farming commu- 
nity back in the 1940s when a group of 
residents decided that the lime had come 
for an organized firefighling squad. 

The need for fire protection was obvi- 
ous, but what was less obvious was how 
a handful of citizens in that tiny southern 
Princess Anne County community could 
ever afford a fire truck, much less a build- 
ing. 

Today, as members of the Creeds Vol- 
unteer Rescue Squad plan their 50th an- 
niversary, the missing piece of the puzzle 
is in place. They found the money, just 
as they found the manpower, in the vol- 
unteer spirit. 

There were meetings at Creeds School, 
fund-raisers, a 1946 pick-up truck and 
then more fund-raisers. The members 
cooked and sold tons of hoi dogs, barbe- 
cues and Easter Eggs until they finally 
replaced their aging pickup uucks wiih 
slalc-of-the-art equipment. 

Now, there are 17 active members, and 
a few of the original members will be on 
hand lo help celebrate the squad's 50lh 
birthday celebration on June II. 

"We're inviting all of our hfeUme 
members, and we'll have a program 
where they can tell funny stories from 
those early days," said Nancy Gregory, 
sc|uml commander. 

The members hope that this eveni will 
help them recwd their history in writing, 
as well as orally. Long-time member Jim 
Ogdcn has compiled a brief history thai 
traces the group to its first meetings at 
Bethel Church. 

At first, the Creeds Volunteer Fire De- 
partment and Rescue Squad, which iiKor- 
poratcdon June 9. 1950, was an all-male 
unit. The group met at Creeds School 
until ihey raised the money lo build a 
one-story, cinder t»lock building on land 
donated by Clyde Freeman.

Virginia localities. While Hurricane Dennis 
swept through first. Floyd followed with 
severe wind and rain that flooded the city of 
Franklin, Southampton County and much of 
southeastern Virginia. 

Closer to home, Floyd knocked out 
Portsmouth's water treatment plant for four 
days and left an estimated 700,000 Virginia 
Power customers without electricity. 

"Last year, Dennis and especially Floyd 
showed us the devastating power and effects 
of a hurricane." said Michael Cline. state 
coordinator of the Virginia Department of 
Emergency Services. 

It's important that we remember these 
lessons and prepare for the 2000 hurricane 
season, June 1-Nov. 30. Hurricane 
Preparedness Week, June 4-10. is the perfect 
time. 

The best action one can take to protect their 
families is to get ready now. Getting prepared 
involves four simple steps: 

Step 1 — Find out- if your horiie is in the 
storm surge flooding zone. That information is 
available from the local emergency 
management office. It will help you determine 
how to protect your home and valuables and 
give an idea of whether you will need to 
evacuate should a hurricane approach. 

Step 2 — Determine where to go should you 
need to evacuate. Will you go inland to a 
hotel, the home of a friend of relative, or to a 
public shelter? If advised to evacuate, what 
route will you take? The local emergency 
planner can answer these questions. 

Step 3 — Take action to protect your home. 
Cutting back dead trees and limbs and 
purchasing storm shutters or pre-cutting 
plywood for all windows are steps that can 
reduce damage to the home. Purchasing flood 
insurance is another important step to take 
well before a storm approaches. Homeowner 
insurance policies do not cover damage from 
flooding, so a separate flood insurance policy 
is essential if you live in an area that is prone 
to flooding. ■ 

Step 4 — Whether you ride out the storm or 
evacuate, stocking up on a three-day supply 
of non-perishable foods, water, flashlights and 
extra batteries, a first aid kit. battery- 
powered rather than electric radio, and other 
essential items is important. 

Following these safety tips can protect lives 
and reduce damage during and after the 
storm: 

When a hurricane is approaching 

■ Stay tuned to the radio and television 
stations for updated storm information. A 
hurricane watch means possible danger. If 
the danger increases, a hurricane warning is 
issued. 

■ Bring in garbage cans, lavm furniture and 
other items that could blow away. 

■ Fill your car's gas tank and prepare to 
evacuate if told to do so. 

■ If you are told to evacuate, do so 
immediately. Make plans for what to do with 
pets. 

During the storm 

■ If you are not advised to evacuate, remain 
indoors, away from windows. If necessary, 
seek refuge in an interior, windowless room. 
Use a mattress to protect yourself from falling 
debris. 

■ If the calm storm center (eye) passes 
directly overhead, there will be a lull in the 
wind lasting from a few minutes to half an 
hour or more. The winds at the other side of 
the storm's eye rise very rapidly to hurricane 
force, coming from the opposite direction. 

After the storm 

■ Listen to the radio for official disaster 
relief information and instructions. 

■ Be prepared to do without power, 
telephone and outside services for a week or 
more. 

■ Watch out for downed power lines, 
weakened structures, rodents and snakes. 
Avoid puddles of standing water. 

■ Don't drink tap water and eat only foods 
that you are sure are absolutelv safe. 

Being prepared can save your life. Don't wait 
until the stor/n Is near or here. — V.E.H.

She makes all businesses appear as greedy vultures 
and the unions the greatest thing we can have.

In the 
past, some unions have been good for themselves, 
their employers and the consumer. However, there are 
many reported cases when the unions were greedy and 
hurt themselves, their employer and the consumer. 

Through the years there have been many cases of 
unions refusing to permit upgrading of plants or re- 
quiring employers to hire excess people that the em- 
ployers did not believe were needed, commonly called 
feaiherbedding.This has added to their expenses and 
permitted/encouraged management to find ways 
around these tactics. Frequently, this has been to 
build plans outside our borders. 

Another area where labor unions hurt themselves, 
their employers and the consumer is demanding wage 
increases not based on increased production. The cost 
of these increases is passed on to the consumer in 
price increases. The wise shopper looks for a less ex- 
pensive product of similar quality and they seldom 
care where it is made. A person making the mini- 
mum wage may not be able to buy a pair of union 
made jeans at $19.95. but will eagerly purchase a 
pair from anywhere at $9.99. 

In the case the union priced itself out of competi- 
tion. Giving the minimum wageworkcran increase 
doesn't really help for the cost of the labor is passed 
to the union shopper in higher prices. Then the 
union worker demands a higher wage due to the in- 
crease in the cost of living that they created, and the 
upward spiral continues. 

American workers can best succeed when they arc 
competitive in both quality and price, and imports 
force them to strive to be competitive in both, and 



when they are, all Americans bcneDv^ 

If wc consider China as only a marmi, it is easy to 
see that there is a great opportunity^ftjr business to 
expand and take.advanlageof this market as well as 
the opportunity for the American consumer (union 
member included) to buy products at a cheaper price. 
Any expansion of bu.siness in China will require sup- 
port from America in manufactured products of all 
types so the American worker also gains. Should wc 
prohibit business expansion into foreign markets 
when it returns its benefits to this country? Is Huey 
implying that others, including union members, and 
I should not let our investments return us a profit 
from foreipn founU'ies? Is she opposed to business? 

Huey rcfeixed to the power of the business commu- 
nity in Washington. However, she ignored the hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in soft money and the 
many millions of manhours contributed to the 
Democratic officials by the unions. 

Huey should consider more than one viewpoint 
when writing Perspectives. Her writing talent may be 
recognized and praised if she couldjust be more accu- 
rate and not in a constant attack mode on business 
and Republicans.

Like most civilly active residents 
of Hampton Roads, especially one

But, al least, the rcst of the nation 
has moved away from such ignorant 
notions as lime and circumstances 
proved just how downright stupid, 
they were. The Virginians I know are 
anything but stupid enough to be- 
lieve such poppycock. Still, like an- 
other old saying goes, "You can 
change anything in life but the facts." 

Obviously, there have been mil- 
lions of extremely talented Virginian 
women over the past four decades 
who could have served with distinc- 
tion as representatives in the Peoples 
House of ihe United States Congress.

Shopping from homeisconvenient 
and offers a wide range of choices. 
But like tiadilional shopping, it isn't 
without risk. With the explosion in 
opportunities for shopping from 
home, in- 
creasing 
numbers of 
consumers 
are unknow- 
ingly falling 
victim to con 
artists. 

The Bu- 
reau of Con- 
sumer Pro- 
tection feels 
that because 
people are 
most vulner- 
able-in their 
own homes 
when shop- 
ping over the 
Internet, it is 
very impor- 
tant that ev- 
eryone is edu- 
cated on how to protect themselves. 
To that end and during National Con- 
sumer Protection Week (NCPW) rep- 
resentatives from federal, state and 
local organizations and national ad- 
vocacy groups joined forces to help 
give consumers the tools they need to 
shop safely from home. 

Among the NCPW organizers were 
the U.S. Department of Justice, U.S. 
Postal Inspection Service, Federal 
Trade Commission, Consumer Fed- 
eration of America, AARP, National 
Association of Consumer Agency 
Administrators, National Consumers 
League and National Association of 
Attorneys General. 

The Virginia Cooperative Exten- 
sion is proud to have been a partner in 
sharing the message of the second 
jinnual National Consumer Protec- 
tion Week campaign and their goal is 
to help teach consumers how to pro- 
tect themselves when they take ad- 
vantage of the ever-expanding num- 
ber of opportunities to shop from 
home. 

Do you know who is watching 
your online shopping activity? Web 
sellers are not (yet) required to re- 
spect the privacy of people who shop 
and/or order from their sites. This 
means the seller may collect data on 
which site pages you visit, which 
products you buy, when you buy 
them , and where you ship them . Then 
the seller may share the information 
with other companies or sell it to 
them. 

As a result, you might get more 
direct-mail advertising, or calls from 
telemarketers. Surveys have shown 
that this is a major concern consum- 
ers have about electronic shopping. 
If a site does not Have a privacy 
policy posted, you may not want to 
do business with that site. 

Here's a list of tips you should 
consult when shopping online: 

■ Trust your instincts. If you don't 
feel comfortable buying or bidding 
on an item over the web, or if you feel 
pressured to place your order imme- 
diately, maybe you shouldn't. Know 
who you are dealing with. Find where 
the seller is located and check its 
reputation. Do business with familiar 
companies; they are more likely to 
secure and protect tlieir sites in order 
to preserve a good reputation. Do not 
be pressured into a sale. 

■ Be knowledgeable about web- 
based auctions. Take special care to 
familiarize yourself not only with the 
rules and policies of the auction site 
itself but with the legal terms (war- 
ranties, refund policy, etc.) of the 
seller's items on which you wish to 
bid. 

■ Double check pricing. Whether 
the product is being sold as new or 
used, be suspicious of prices that are 
too good to be true. Also consider 
carefully whether you may be paying 
too much for an item, particularly if 
you're bidding through an auction 
site. You may want to comparison 
shop, online or offline, prior to buy- 
ing an itent. If you are buying a used 
item, check to make sure that it meets 
safety standards. 

■ Find and read the privacy policy. 
Read the privacy policy carefully to 
find out what information the seller is 
gathering from you, how the infor- 
mation will be used, and how you can 
stop the process. If a site does not 
have a privacy policy posted, you 
may not want to do business with that 
site. If it does have a privacy policy, 
there will probably be a link to it from

the seller's home page, or it could be 
included with the Legal Terms. Pro- 
tect your privacy. Provide personal 
information only if you know who's 
collecting it, why and how its going 
to be used. 

■ Review the return, refund and 
shipping and handling policies as well 
as the other legal terms. If you can't 
And them, ask the seller through an e- 
mail or telephone call to indicate 
where they are on the site to provide 
them to you in writing. The site's 
return and refund policies may be an 
indication of how the company stands 
behind its product. 

■ Check that the Internet connec- 
tions are secure. Before you give 
your payment information, there are 
various icons and software programs 
that indicate that security software is 
in place. Read the site's security poli- 
cies and fmd out how the site protects 
your information from unauthorized 
users or hackers. Make sure that the 
site uses encryption for sending and 
storing your personal and flnancial 
information. (Encryption guards 
against unauthorized access to your 
private information if it falls into 
unfriendly hands. Whenever you 
transmit your personal or Hnancial 
information make sure you are in 
secure mode. 

■ Use the safest way to pay on the 
Internet. Pay fw your order using a 
credit card. Many credit card compa- 
nies limit the liability results from 
unauthorized used of your card. 

■ Print the terms. You should print 
out and date a copy of terms, condi- 
tions, warranties, itern description, 
company information, even confirm- 
ing e-mails, and save them with your 
records of your purchase. 

■ Insure the safe delivery of your 
items. If you're concerned about the 
safety of your package if there's no 
one home to receive it, ask whether 
you can specify that the shipper must 
receive a signature before leaving the 
package. Or. it may be safer to have 
the package delivered to your office. 

■ Inspect your purchase. Look at 
your purchase carefully as soon as 
you receive it. Contact the seller as 
soon as possible if you discover a 
problem with it. Tell the seller in 
writing about any problem that you 
are concerned wi th , ask for a repair or 
refund, and keep a copy of your cor- 
respondence. 

■ Know who to complain to. Find 
out what government agencies, in- 
dustry organizations or other groups 
can help you if you have a problem. 

■ Keep your passwords confiden- 
tial. Do not tell them to anyone or 
respond to e-mail messages asking 
for a password. Change passwords 
regularly. 

■ Do not give private information, 
such as your social security number 
or your personal bank account num- 
ber, unless the information is rel- 
evant to your transaction. Such infor- 
mation is not normally required to 
make a purchase online. Beware, es- 
pecially, of giving personal informa- 
tion in response loanoffer that seems 
to be too good to be true — it prob- 
ably is.

Call him "The Talented Mr. Ridley." 

That's Ridley, not Ripley, and his talent 
is word play. 

The director of institutional research and 
planning at Virginia Wesleyan College, Ri- 
dley has been dubbed a "master of chias- 
mus" by the website www.chiasmus.com. 

Don't know what chiasmus (pronounced 
ky-AZ-mus) is? It's a literary device in 
which the order of words is reversed in par- 
allel clauses. Hence, Mae West's classic 
"It's not the men in my life, but the life in 
my men," or John F. Kennedy's immoral 
"Ask not what your country can do for you, 
ask what you can do for your country." 

Ridley has a few favorites of his own cre- 
ation: "How can you be in sync with the 
rhythm if the rhythm doesn't sink in?" Or, 
"The wise suffer fools gladly. The merely 
clever are glad when fools suffer." Or still 
another. "He who minds his work works his 
mind." 

Despite his "master" status, Ridley hasn't 
engaged in this creative word play /or years, 
honing his talent. Until last year, he had 
never even heard of chiasmus. A colleague 
at Virginia Wesleyan turned him on to it. 

But once Ridley found his muse, he was 
hooked. His submissions to 
www.chiasmus.com became so frequent that 
founder Dr. Mardy Grothe "had to kick me 
out of competition or else he was afraid it 
would hurt that part of the website." 

But don't ask the Virginia Beach resident 
to come up with a chiasmus at the drop of a 
hat. He does like a challenge, however, if 
given time to think about it. He doesn't 
sprinkle them liberally throughout his con- 
versations either. 

"At first chiasmus was hard for me too, 
kind of like getting that first olive out of the 
jar," he admitted. "I'm not going to even 
start trying to come up with one sponta- 
neously." 

His favorite of all time: "If wishes were 
horses, beggars would ride. If horses had 
wishes, riders would beg." 

That and other Ridley chiasmi are found 
at the website. Last month, in fact, the local 
man was featured as the first chiasmus mas- 
ter. This month's honoree is Confucius, 
pjitting Ridley in some very good company. 

"My original intention was to honor only 
literary and historical figures, but several 
months ago. Dennis Ridley began entering 
exceptionally creative and thought- 
provoking example of chiasmus in the site's 
monthly quotes," said Grothe. "He has con- 
tinued to do so month after month. I finally 
decided to honor him in this special way." 

Ridley's creations range from the playful 
to the serious:

The carpet, original to the room, 
and the upholstery is beginning to 
show wear and tear and they will be 
replaced with a multi-colored ±- 
sign to replace the blue carpet (here 
now. 

Still, the major thing, he said, is 
the asbestos removal. 

The plans are designed to main- 
tain the formality and dignity of 
the room. 

After July 12 when the work is 
scheduled to begin, City Council, 
the Planning Commission and the 
Wetlands Board will hold their 
meetings in the school board meet- 
ing room. Informal sessions of 
council will continue to be held in 
the City Council conference room 
in City Hall, 

In addition to the carpet, drapes 
and blinds also will be replaced. If 
items are left in the room, he said, 
they will be contaminated during 
asbestos removal. 

New cameras will be installed 
and additional speakers will im- 
prove the sound. Low level light- 
ing will be installed over the coun- 
cil dais while the now dark audi- 
ence section will be made brighter. 

Two rows of audience seating 
(the rear seven seats on each row, 
will be repbcedby a staff work 
area). The drop ceiling will make it 



easier to access the equipment 
stored above the ceiling. Budgeting 
for the renovation is part of an on- 
going capital project for the reno- 
vation of buildings in the civic 
center complex.

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The members sat on nail kegs 
and buckets during the meetings 
because they hadn't gotten mtxmd 
to buying furniture, but soon a 
ladies' auxiliary was formed and ac- 
tive fund-raising began.

Residents of Lago Mar and Lotus 
Creek subdivisions want City 
Council to re-evaluate its Jan. 4 de- 
cision which granted a floodplain 
variance to Lotus Creek Associates 
allowing the developo^ to continue 
with the second and third phases of 
Lotus Cre^. 

They also question why the De- 
partment of Environmental Quality 
(DEQ) permits were issued to 
Lotus Creek. 

They are requesting a public hear- 
ing on the variance, according to a 
letter from the residents to City 
Council, because no "Floodplain 
Variance" sign was posted on the 
property and therefore residents 
were unaware that a variance was 
being considered. 

The letter, disclosed by council- 
woman Barbara Henley at Tues- 
day's work session, says the Lago 
Mar property owners have docu- 
mented and wimessed possible wet- 
lands violations in the Lotus Creek 
development. It says that they feel 
the work i& an attempt to begin a 
private roadway project connecting 
Phase I to Phase II and III without 
the authority to do so. Consequent- 
ly, the letter states, this led to the 
issuance of a "Stop Work Ordej" 
by the city. 

The clearing for the roadway, the 
letter says, occurred prior to the 
city's issuance of the flood plain 
variance and without public post- 
ing of a "Floodplain Variance" 
sign. 

The letter states that no sign was 
posted during City Council's con- 
sideration of the variance on three 
separate dates — Sept. 28, 1999, 
Nov. 23. 1999 and Jan. 4, 2000. 
No sign was posted on Aiwood- 
town Road voting residents of the 
variance application to amend the 
floodplain regulations. The letter 
said this was probably the reason 
there was no opposition befote 
City Council when the ai^lication 
was considered. 

The letter slates that the wetlands 
have been trenched and vegetation 
uprooted in an attempt to dam 
flood land where the proposed con- 
necting road will be located, thai 
wetlands were unprotected by barri- 
cades or signage to prevent furthei 
damage and that graves that have 
been excavated during work in 
Phase III of the project are still ex- 
posed, 

Henley said that she was sur- 
prised that the property had not 
been posted and that the residents 
now tack confidence in monitoring 
by the city staff. Fifty-seven resi- 
dents signed the letter to council. 
Henley said the residents are fius- 
tratedandihe road area is complete- 
ly flooded. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. recalled that the staff had recran- 
mended against the variance and 
that if the developer is not adhering 
to the laws, they should be ad- 
dmsed. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that he look at the infonnation 
available and report back to coun- 
cil. 

The letter from the residents says 
they are opposed to the variance be- 
cause: 

The land east of Atwoodlown 
Road has been historically a basin 
that has held the tidal fiood waters 
of Back Bay. With decreasing wet- 
land acreage there is an increased 
potential for flooding. Even after a 
moderate rainfall, the residents say, 
ihey have miyor water retention in 
low lying areas. 

Hell's Point Golf Course current- 
ly pumps water off the golf course 
into holding ponds which ultimate- 
ly flow into Hell's Point Creek. 
The residents ask whether Lotus 
Creek also have tu pump water 
into holding ponds to keep the 
acreage dry. 

The letter also points out thu 
golf courses are the most oiviron- 
mentally damaging of recreatkmal 
activities and ask whether the 
widespread use of pesticides md fer- 
tilizers will impact Back Bay, 

The letter also says that the ap- 
l»t)val of the vviance is not con- 
sistent with the open s{»ce poley 
f(x the Princess Anne Bcsough and 
that contrary to |mor council testi- 
mony. Phase I of Lotus Creek is 
not near completion ov^ the pm 
four yean, the letter slates, miy 
six of the propoKd44 homes tave 
been built. 

The DEQ, the letter says, first 
granted the residents a public tar- 
ing, but later placed the meeting on 
hold.

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School ofthe Future designed 
by present day students

Need ideas as to how lo design 
schools to accommodale the chang- 
ing world'?Jusi ask some local stu- 
dcnls! 

Architect Mike Ross of HBA Ar- 
chitecture has been garnering stu- 
dent input for years as he has de- 
signed schools throughout Hamp- 
ton Roads. This year, he joined 
Rubin Cawley and Associates, a 
public relations firm, to coordinate 
the first "School of the Future" 
competition. 

The event allows students to 
compete for cash prizes by engi- 
neering and presenting their kleas 
about what a 20th century school 
building should feature. 

The School of the Future Com- 
mittee selected Ocean Lakes High 
School as the site of the pilot com- 
petition. However, they would like 
10 expand the program throughout 
ihc city, and perhaps even through- 
out Tidewater next year. 

Twenty-two teams entered the 
competition by submitting their 
proposed ideas in writing. The 
judges then narrowed the pool to 
ten finalists. The 10 finalists made 
oral and visual presentations to the 
jury panel. 

Competition coordinator Joel 
Rubin noted that the competition 
served manifold purposes. 

One of the primary goals wa^io 
get students interested in the pro^ 
fcssion of architecture. He noted 
the importance of mentorship sel- 
lings where students can interact 
with adults working in ihe profes- 
sions the students desire to enter. 
He saluted Ross for sitting down 
with the student groups to listen to 
their ideas and to help them lo 
focus on those ideas with the great- 
est potential. 

The competition was designed to 
be multidisciplinary, allowing the 
participants to hone their oral and 
written skills, as well as their cre- 
ative and engineering talents. 

One of the largest motivating 
factors behind the competition was 
Ross' desire lo elicit student input 
on how lo most efficiently design a 
state-of-the-art school for the 21st 
century. Discussing school design 



with students is not new to Ross. 

"As architects specializing in 
school design the first thing we do 
when we starl a design project is 
called 'programming,'" Ross ex- 
plained. 

"We talk wiih anyone who has a 
vested interest in how the building 
is going lo be designed." Ross said 
that he has often held "program- 
ming" .session with student groups 
before undertaking school design 
project and has been very pleased 
with the outcomes. 

"This competition seemed like a 
natural extension of that process," 
Ro.ss concludes. 

Rubin agrees that .students offer a 
unique perspective. 

"Because of their exposure to 
technology, kids might look al 
school design differently than 
adults do who didn't grow up with 
it. Plus, they're ihe«nes whoarc 
going to be directly affected by it," 
said Rubin. 

The three winning teams wens 
honored last week at Ocean Lakes 
High School's Academic Awards 
Assembly. 

First place went to a very cre- 
ative and humorous group whose 
team names are almost as inuigu- 
ing as their ideas. 

"Video Tapes of Jose Eating Pop 
is," the group formerly know as 
r Stole My Tricycle," con- 
sists of Eric Dayday, Chris Giindia, 
'^ Vernon Hunt and Ryan Ponton. 

"Video Tapes" wowed the judges 
with their proposal to include max- 
imize the use of Student Identifica- 
tion "smart cards" to serve as photo 
identification, debit cards for meals, 
school supplies and sporting events 
and other purposes. 

Natalie Simmons, who named 
her team "Innovative Creations," 
won second place with her sunny, 
paperless, bookless andchalkboaid- 
less school. Simmons envi.sioned 
an educational environment where 
every student would have a laptop 
computer where information could 
be stored or accessed through CD 
or via the internet. She indicated 
that she would allocate the money 
saved on bricks and books to im- 
proving the building's structures to 
allow more windows and natural

Virginia Beach ready to shine as world arrives 



When the sailors aboard the OpSail 
2000 tall ships arrive in Virginia Beach 
this week, they will receivea very dilTer- 
ent welcome from that given to Capt. 
John Smith and his crew four centuries 
ago. 

Virginia Beach is rolling out the ted 
carpet for the flotilla of 150 tall ships, 
military and character vessels and iheir 
crewmembers representing 20 nations. A

hospitality center, musical entertainment, 
soccer event and even tours of the city's 
scenic oceanfront boardwalk will greet 
the mariners. 

Celebrating America's seagoing histo- 
ry. OpSail 20(X)'s millennium voyage is 
the largest tall ship and maritime event 
in modem history. One of eight ports 
from Puerto Rico to Portland, Maine, 
Virginia Beach and the Hampton Roads 
region is the third port of call on this 
historic voyage. 

The Virginia Beach Parade of Sail 
viewing location will be the only water- 
way along the OpSail 20(X) route to con- 
gregate all the tall ships together. 

Nearly 400 years ago. the first English 
colonists landcdon America's soil at the 
mouth of the Chesapeake Bay at what is 
now Virginia Beach. This landing 
Liiiiiched the nation's history. 

Un April 26, 1607, three British ships, 
including the Susan Constant, captained 
by John Smith, approached the Virginia 
Beach shores with expectations of finding 
a safe harbor to replenish their food and 
water supply. Instead, the colonists were 
attacked by hungry mosquitoes and un- 
friendly Native Americans, who assaulted 
them with bow and arrows. 

Capt. Smith and his crew quickly rc- 
freshed their water supply and hoisted an- 
chor, continuing north up the James 
River, and founded Jamestown, Virginia. 
Before leaving Virginia Beach, the crew 
planted a cross and claimed the land for 
England; they named it Cape Henry in 
honor of Prince of Wales. A similar

cross commemorating this historic ovcnt 
can still be found on the Fort Story mili- 
tary base in Virginia Beach.

Businesses that don't take care of 
their workers soon wind up at the 
short end of the stick, while those that

It all 
boils down to 
John 
Kennedy's 
philosophy 
of rising 
boats. Capi- 
talism works 
best when 
they are all 
rising to- 
gether. 

But don't 
take my word 
for it. Ross 
Perot may be 
a bit kooky 
when it comes to politics, but no one 
would question his credentials as a 
businessman are second to none. Perot 
is the first to insist that it is not neces- 
sary to exploit your workforce to 
succeed in business. In fact, Perot 
argues Just the opposite — the most 
valuable asset of every business is its 
people. 

It is not only not necessary to deny 
your workforce fair compensation and 
benefits, but businessmen who do so 
only demonsu'ate their own lack of 
managerial and entrepreneurial skills 
to succeed at business in the first 
place. Rising prosperity for the entire 
enterprise is what business is all about. 
That is as much a measure of busi- 
ness success as competing effectively 
to produce a better product or deliver 
a more desired service. 

Henry Ford proved the argument 
that workers nevcrreallybenefit from 
wage increases because prices will 
only go up and eliminate any benefit 
derived was totally false. He chal- 
lenged that very premise of the busi- 
ness community of the 1920s by pay- 
ing his workers high enough wages 
that they could even afford to buy his 
cars. And, buy them they did ti so 
much so that our prosperous middle 
class was bom and Ford became one 
of the wealthiest businessmen in his- 
tory. 

Bill Gates has more recently re- 
proven that exact same maxim. No 
workers are more highly paid than 
the high tech indusu-y and no man on 
the planet is wealthier than Bill Gates. 
Gates may have misused his pinnacle 
to engage in illegal practices against 
his competitors, but he can only be 
admired for his equitable treatment 
of his employees at every stage of his 
spectacular rise to the top. 



Private enterprise is, after all, the 
engine that drives America's spec- 
tacular economy. No one can be 
against business and pro-American. 
But that does not mean that busi- 
nesses whQ derive their profits from 
the exploitation of others, at home or 
abroad, ought to be tolerated. Such 
business practices ultimately under- 
mine our economic security because 
they weaken the very foundation of 
American prosperity, the stable 
middle class that fuels its productiv- 
ity and consumption. 

It is tfue that a producer may de- 
cide to markedly raise the price of his 
product when he pays higher wages 
to produce it. But, that's where an 
open and fair competitive market- 
place comes in. Market forces will

automatically drive down an overly 
inflated price so long as unfair busi- 
ness practices are not interfering with 
the market's ability to set a fair price. 

When either too little competition 
or unfair leverage over supply inter- 
fere with the law of the marketplace, 
its ability to establish fair prices is 
lost completely. That's when market 
forces break down and capitalism 
can not produce the greatest good for 
the greatest number, the very reason 
the free enterprise system is desirable 
in the first place. 

Americans are fully aware of how 
disastrous the effects of a lack of 
genuine competition have on their 
daily lives and well being. The Ameri- 
can health care industry, from the 
providers to the insurers to the phar- 
maceutical companies, provides the 
clearest evidence of a non-function- 



ing marketplace. 

Health care costs and fees only go 
up. There isn 't an ounce of real 50m- 
pelition to break the inflation cycle or 
to establish a fair price anywhere in 
the entire industry. Monopolistic 
practices, such as fee-setting and 
imposed limits on supply, permeate 
every aspect of health care delivery 
in our nation. 

Yes, there is plenty of competition 
between the sectors of the industry 
over who gets to reap the greater 
share of the overiy infln'"^ nr\,'^s. 
But, there is no real competition 
within any of those sectors so the 
mailcetcan drive down inflated prices 
to enable consumers to purchase the 
services they need. 

Just as damaging as lack of compe- 
tition is when unfair business prac- 
tices produce excess su{)ply, causing 
prices to plummet below where le- 
gitimate businessescan compete. Hie 
most unfair practice is called dump- 
ing. That's when a domestic mega- 
business, or a foreign industry subsi- 
dized by its government, floods a 
market with goods priced below their 
production cost for long enough to 
drive their competitors out-of-busi- 
ness. The intent, of course, is to es- 
tablish exclusi vecontrol over the price 
of that commodity in perpetuity. 

Equally harmful is when we allow 
goods produced by cheap exploited 
labor flood into our markets. Ironi- 
cally, fair trade isjust as critical to the 
ultimate survival of small business in 
America as it is to the economic sta- 
tus of American workers. Small com- 
mercial businesses aren't going to 
survive the fundamentals of our mar- 
ket system being undermined in the 
long run any more than the small 
farmer has been able to withstand it 
in the short one. 

Global trade is good, very good. It 
expands America's markets u^emen- 
dously, and that is only positive and 
healthy for our long-range economy. 
But trade that ignores the fundament 
fairness principles that created our 
powerful economic system threatens 
every sector of our middle class. 
Admittedly, small business will be 
the last of middle America to be swept 
under, but when they go, there goes 
America as we know it. 

(Columnist Response: It will likely 
surprise Al Norton that I agree that 
our municipal elections would be 
benefited by allowing the political 
parlies to openly participate. But that 
means changing the Charter. For a 
political party to flagrantly ignore 
the nwndate of the people should not 
be tolerated in any free society.)

Welcome to the real world. 
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Revamped recycling program 
is 'cleaning up' at the Beach 
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Taking a negative and turning it 
intoa positive, the Recycling Depart- 
ment of the Waste Management Di- 
vision has had a 76-percent participa- 
tion rate in the automated, com- 
mingled, 
curbside re- 
cycling pro- 
gram intro- 
duced in 
1946. Al- 
though iheir 
goal is 100 
percent. 
Waste Man- 
agement is 
happy with 
the 76 per- 
cent, but will 
Vork dili- 
gently to- 
ward meet- 
ing the 100 
percent goal. 
All of us 
can help with 
meeting this 
goal — the 
more tonnage that is recycled, the 
more direct savings to the city, and 
that is something that can help us all. 
About 1 15,000 customers used the 
recycling program in 1998 and the 
yearly tonnage recycled was 34,575. 
The cost per household per month is 
SI and the cost per ton was S39.46. 
The annual revenue generated was 
S25 ,269 and the red uced waste stream 
from this amount was 20 percent. It's 
exciting to imagine what would be 
gained by more of our439,880 popu- 
lation using this automated, com- 
mingled recycling program. 

Virginia Beach has long been 
known for being an environmentally- 
conscious community. From the 
building of MountTrashmorc, a 162- 
acre landfill park in 1973, to Clean 
the Bay Day and establishing 50 drop- 
off centers for rccyclablcs, Virginia 
Beach has been the leader in waste 
management. 

Prior to 1996, Virginia Beach resi- 
dents had to son the materials at the 
curb. Wanting logo with a more user- 
friendly program, the Waste Man- 
agement Division requested propos- 
als and five private contractors re- 
sponded. Out of that live. Tidewater 
Fibre Corp. (TFC) of Chcsapciike, 
one of the largest private recycling 
and collection companies on the East 
Coast and a lamily-owncd-and oper- 
ated business founded in 1973 and 
establishal in New York more than 
100 years ago, became the paruicr of 
the city of Virginia Beach. That part- 
nership allows both organizations to 
become leaders in the recycling ef- 
fort. 

They signed a five-year, renew- 
able contract in March 1997. By 
November 1997, with the help of 
TFC, Virginia Beach delivered 
ll3,(X)()y5-gallon automated con- 
tainers 10 homes over a three-month 
period. 

TFC believes its use of the right 
equipment and the experii.se to mar- 
ket the product helps make the part- 
nership of TFC and Virginia Beach 
to bo so successful. TFC miU"kcts 
primarily in the Southeastern United 
States, but also tiirgeus international 
markets. With this strong marketing, 
TFC guiiranices a municipality that 
it'll he able to earn revenue with a 
program. 
The cost of this automated, com- 
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mingled curbside recycling service 
and collection of 20 drop off sites, is 
approximately S4 million annually. 
By diverting more than 40,()()() tons 
of waste to the ncw.recycling system, 
the city is saving S2 million annually 
in avoided collection and disposal 
costs. This .saving ofS2 million along 
with the S8()0.(KK) Waste Manage- 
ment Division saved by reducing its 
operating costs, the net cost to 
homeowners for recycling services 
was brought down to $1 per house- 
hold per month. Also, VirginiaBcach 
iSgiven 15 pcrcentoftheneircvenue 
received by TFC. 

At present TFC pays Virginia 
Beach tetween S3,{)()() to S4,()()() per 
month in revenue. 

A major advantage to the residents 
of Virginia Beach using this program 
is the allowable commingling of 
recyclables. No more having to .sepa- 
rate the various recyclables; now tliey 
can all be thrown together. Materials 
that can be collected iu-e newspapers, 
magazines, unwanted mail, cardboard 
boxes, cereal and food boxes, paper 
grocery bags, telephone books, clear, 
green and brown glass bottles and 
jars, all plastic bottles, aluminuniand 
stccl/iin cans and foil. 

Another umgiblc bcnclii to the resi- 
dents IS the larger, more convenient 
container lor storage between collec- 
tion days. These larger containers 
can collect five times as much as the 
smaller bins and they have a lid which 
helps keep materials dry and con- 
tained within the container. 

Users of this recycling program 
still need to watch the items they 
recycle. When wrong items are de- 
posited with all the other recyclables, 
the lime and effort needed for the 
company to sort out the uncyclable 
items, causes both the parmers in this 
venture to make less of a profit, so it 
is very important that residents know 
what items are acceptable. 

By woiicing together, TFC, the city 
of Virginia Beach, the citizens they 
serve and the environment will ben- 
efit that much more.

Vickie Shufer has found her "almost 
heaven" right here on earth, and it's no 
farther than the woods, beaches and urban 
wildernesses in her own backyard. 

The naturalist, who has lived in Virginia 
Beach since 1979, is a familiar face to 
outdoors enthusiasts thanks to her programs 
through Eco Images at False Cape and First 
Landing state parks. Lately, though, she has 
been expanding her horizons to Portsmouth. 
There she has discovered Hoffier Creek 
Wildlife Preserve, where Shufer's next 
upcoming program is a guided walk among 
summer wildfiowers. 

Shufer, who lives in Blackwater, learned 
of the preserve four years ago through 
former director Randi Strutton. Meeting at 
an ecolourism conference, Shufer was eager 
to learn more about the 142 acre;* of 
wilderness in the heart of suburban 
Churchland. 

Two years ago Strutton contacted Shufer 
about working with Hoffier Creek. 

"I approached her with the idea of putting 
together an environmental education 
program for the preserve. I came to Hofllcr 
Creek, hiked through here, and that's where 
it all began," Shufer recalled. 

She helped identify the native flora at the 
preserve, assisting with production of a 
pamphlet and interpretive signs along the 
trail. 

"I thought it was kind of unique that here 
was this piece of wilderness stuck in the 
middle of the city with its big, brackish 
lake. Quite impressive, because it doesn't 
connect with the ocean. There is so much 
wildlife to see — eagles, egrets, herons, 
otters. It's a thriving habitat in the middle of 
everything," she added. 

Shufer has already led a program on 
"Succession: Nature's Changes," though 
she hasn't done one of her popular "edible 
plants" walks yet. However, she almost did 
when, recently,' she led a group of teens lor 
a hiTcc at Hoffier Creek. Most hadn't brought 
water bottles and were thirsty. 

Shufer suggested they eat from a mulberry 
trees to quench their thirst, "and they 
actually liked it," she grinned. 

Hiking the trail around the lake, Shufer 
keeps an eye trained for plants growing 
along the banks. She notes which ones arc 
good for consumption, including a thistle 
which, when stripred, she claims is "better 
than celery." Just add a little cream cheese 
or peanut butter, Shufer said, and you'll 
never go back to celery again. Blackberries 
are also bountiful around the lake, she 
noted. 

A native Kentuckiafi, Shufer turned her 
love of the outdoors into a career after high 
school. 

"1 was working in a bank and felt like I 
was trapped in prison," she remembered. 
"My longing was to get outdoors and be in 
nature." 

Shufer enrolled in college evening 
classes, one of which was "Nature and 
Recreation." 

"That clicked that this was what I wanted 
to do. With that, 1 turned in my resignation 
at the bank, camped for the summer, and 
applied for fellowships and grants. That's 
what stiiried my career in the outdoors." 

Shufer graduated with a degree in 
recreation from the University of Kentucky 
in 1979, the .same year she got her first job 
as a naturalist at Seashore State Park. 

Since then she has been a tour guide for 
nature walks, wild foods instructor, writer, 
program coordinator, speaker/presenter, 
environmental education consultant and 
field trip leader. She also publishes The 
Wild Food Forum newsletter and has 
participated in numerous workshops. 
Shufer's work has taken her to the Amazon 
in Peru for a "Pharmacy of the Rainforest" 
workshop and Virginia wildfiowcr workshops 
in Wintergrcen. 

Closer to home, Shufer works with the 
Virginia Wildlife Federation and Back Bay 
Restoration Foundation. She does camp 
programs for teens, marine ecology trips and 
Dismal Swamp canoe camps. She .leads 
canoe and kayak tours, tram tours and herb 
programs. 

Hofiler Creek is opening new vistas lor 
the naturalist. She is especially attracted to 
Its versatile environments. 

"1 think it's the diversity of habitiits. If you 
go through the meadow you sec all ihc 
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different things in a non-mowing area 
growing wild. Then you go through ihc 
nature trails in the woods and you have 
different woodland communities. You've got 
your pine forests and your natural 
oak/history forests. You've got the .salt 
marsh," she said.

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Creeds rescuers mark 
50 years of service

When Marvin Elheridge joined 
the Creeds Volunieer Rescue Squad 
"we had one old Chevrolet truck. It 
was an old one, but it did the work. 
We also had one old ambulance." 

"Bui Irom then on," Ethcridge 
continued, "thinks went so fast that 
I don'i know that 1 could keep up 
with it. We got better equipment 
all the liinc." 

Ethcridge joined the squad in 
1955, soon after he'd moved the 
few miles to Creeds from his home 
near Back Bay Post Office. Last 
Sunday, he and other long-term 
members joined newer members 
and friends from other squads to 
celebrate the .squad's fiftieth an- 
niversitfy. 

Bruce Edwards, city director of 
emergency medical services, .spoke 
at the celebration, which was in the 
new building that the squad shares 
with the fire department at the 
Creeds intersection. 

Edwiu-ds, like Elheridge and oth- 
ers who attended Sunday, reflected 
on the old days and on how things 
have changed. 

"Fifty years ago, if people didn't 
band together lo do things, they 
didn't gel done," Edwiu-ds said. The 
rescue squad, which at that time 
also including volunteer firefight- 
ers, evolved when a handful of 
neighbors decided the time had 
come lor an organized department. 

When residents of that 
small farming community decided 
10 organi/c the first volunteer 
squad, there were a lot of logistics 
to overcome. The members held 
lund-raiscrsio buy equipment iind 
to build a small building on a half- 
acre site donated by Clyde Free- 
man. 

Raising needed funds wasn't the 
only hurdle me members had to 
overcome. Communications was 
also a problem, especially before 
the era ol cell phones and in a com- 
munity where almost everyone was 
a farmer. Daytime calls were espe- 
cially troublesome because most of 
the members spent their days in the 
fields, out of earshot of a tele- 
phone. 

The members solved that with 
the u.sc oi' a siren that could be 
heard "lor miles," Ethcridge said. 
"When we heard that go off, we'd 
leave our uactors right there in the 
fields and go on the run. We were 
all on call certain days, but if there 
was a large enough fire cverybcxly 
went." 

"We weren't trained (in emergen- 
cy medical services) like we were 
later an," Ethcridge continued. "If 
someone had a medical emergency, 
we just loaded them up and rushed 
them lu the hospital." A lot 
has changed since the 195()s, but 
some things haven't. Many of the 
original members are dead now, but 
their children and grandchildren 
have slopped m to take their place. 
Frecinuii's son and grand.son are 
now si|uad members, and represent 
one ' ul ai least three families that 
have ilircc generations," according 
to Jim Bright, who.se father was 
also a member and whose daughter 



volunteered before she moved out 
of town. 

The Creeds Volunieer Rescue 
Squad has become a family U"adi- 
tion for some, but as the torch 
passed fr()m one generation to the 
nexi the first names and faces 
weren't the only thing that 
changed. A lot of ideas changed, 
too, luxl the wives mi 
daughters, who had initially been 
relegated to fund-raising activities 
and other support services, beaimc 
full-fledged members. 

"They wouldn't Ici women run 
(medical) calls for a long time," 
said Julie Ogden, who was one of 
the firsi women to run ambulance 
calls. 

"People would stare at us when 
we drove the ambulance, becau.se 
they'd never seen a woman driving 
an ambulance belbre," added Elsie 
Benson, who began running calls 
in 1974. Benson, who worked for

the Courthouse Volunteer Rescue 
Squad, was on hand to celebrate 
with the Creeds squad Sunday. "We 
had a good time, though." she said.

New Jersey native 
Jim Dickey began volunteering 
two years ago after he retired from 
the Navy.

A keen observer of American cul- 
ture and its popular icons — from 
O.J. Simpson lo Monica Lewinsky 
— Johnson presents selections 
from his growing body of social 
commentary. 

Much like the layered way we re- 
ceive information from the media. 
Johnson describes each image as 
offering "a thought that gets altered 
by surrounding images,..galhering 
and interpreting information this 
way is something I do constantly, 
and 1 find it exciting." 

He likens the viewer's role in the 
interpretive process to reading: "I 
sometimes think of visual images 
as things to be read. Reading im- 
ages can be particularly interesting 
when you are present^ with multi- 
ples. Each image you ttai leaves a 
kind of retinal stain that affects the 
meaning of each succMding 
image." 

The sources for the images are 
varied, though Johnson took all of 
the pictures, either with his cam- 



era, or by appropriating them from 
magazines, books or the Internet. 
In this way, he culls particularly 
compelling images from the vast 
stream that daily constitutes our 
media-saturated lives and rendcre 
them even more compelling 
through his manipulations. 

The resulting mixed-media prints 
are cyanotypes, a 19th-ccniury non- 
silver photographic contact print- 
ing process, layered with waieicol- 
or and chalk psiels. 

The large negatives are made on 
an Inkjet printer. John.son. an asso- 
ciate professor of art at Old Domin- 
ion University, has pieces of his 
widely exhibited and published 
work in the permanent collections 
of the Chrysler Museum of An, 
Norfolk aral the High Museum, At- 
lanta, among others. This exhibi- 
tion is l)eing jmseMed in conjunc- 
tion with "RedGrooms: In Pursuit 
of Serious Fun" to provide visitors 
with another provocative dimen- 
sion of the concept of arUtt as so- 
cial commentator.

BeachSPCA 
expands hours 

In an attempt to find more 
adopters for their animals, the Vir- 
ginia Beach SPCA will extend its 
operating hours this summer. 

New hours are Monday. Tuesday. 
Thursday from 12:30 to 6:30 p.m.; 
Wednesday. Friday, Saturday from 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m.; and Sunday 
from 1 to 4 p.m. 

The VBSPCA will close for two 
days on June 15 and 16 for clean- 
ing and maintenance and summer 
hours will go into effect on Satur- 
day. June 17. 

Rather than closing one day each 
week as do many other shelters, the 
VBSPCA will designate Wednes- 
days this summer as "Adoption 
Only" days during which the VB- 
SPCA will not accept incoming 
animals. This will allow adoptions 
to occur seven days a week. 

"We will never refuse to accept 
an animal." says VBSPCA execu- 
tive directorSharon Adams. "Butif 
you come on Wednesdays this 
summer, we will ask you to hold 
on to the animal until Tliursday. If 
that is not possible. Animal Con- 
trol is open seven days a week." 

Adams says the VBSPCA's ex- 
tended hours are just one part of the 
organization's plan to reduce the 
number of animals euthanized as a 
form of population control. 

Other elements include spaying 
and neutering every adopted animal 
before they go home; adding more 
satellite adoption centers like the 
one at PctsMart; and trying to in- 
still a sense of responsibility in the 
minds and hearts of pet owners 
who still treat animals as dispos- 
able goods.

There are three primary "best 
view" locations in Virginia Beach 
for the historic OpSail 2000 Parade 
of Sail beginning at 7 a.m. on Fri- 
day. Enhance the experience by ac- 
cessing the satellite parking and 
"best view" locations. 

Shuttle buses to Fort Story and 
First Landing will begin boarding 
at 5:30 a.m. Shuttles will run from 
5:30 a.m. to noon at all three loca- 
lions. Satellite parking is free and 
open to the public: 

■ City parking lot at 19th Street 
and Pacific in the resort area (handi- 
capped equipped). Free entrance to 
the lot for shuttle patrons Irom 
5:30 to 9 a.m. 

■ HannafordGrocery store park- 
ing lot, 4625 Shore Drive and near 
Northampton Boulevard/Route 13. 

■ Frank W. Cox High School 
located at the comer of Great Neck 
Road and Shorehavcn Drive. 

Handicapped-equipped city shut- 
tles will provide rodnd-trip service 
from the city parking lot at 19th 
and Pacific in the resort area to 
First Landing State Park. These 
shuttles will operate from 5:30 
a.m. to noon. First Landing State 
Park has convenient access to the 
bay for persons in wheelchairs. 

Coolers and animals, with the 
exception of guide dogs, will not 
be permitted on any of the Parade 
of Sail shuttles. Beach chairs will 
be allowed. Concessions will be 
available at both First Landing 
State Park and Fort Story. 

Best view locations are; 

■ Fort Story, Atlantic Avenue, 
Virginia Beach: Fort Story military 
installation is the prime viewing 
location for the Parade of Sail. 
Public access to the base will be 
restricted to city-operated shuttles. 
No private vehicles, pedestrians, 
motorcycles or bicycles will be al- 
lowed on the military installation. 
Spectators in wheelchairs should 
note that Fort Story is not con- 
ducive to beach access via 
wheelchair. On Friday Fort Story's 
public beach located at 83rd Street 
will be closed due to a military op- 
eration taking place in the area dur- 
ing the OpSail 2000 Parade of 
Sail. Fort Story will provide re- 
freshment vendors and portable re- 



stroom facilities. Fort Story's pub- 
lic beach access and parking will be 
re-open at 1 p.m. 

A popular visitor site. Fort Story 
was established in 1917 as a mili- 
tary coastal artillery post. Its histo- 
ry, however, dates to 1607 when 
American's first English settlers 
first touched shore here before con- 
tinuing on to Jamestown. Today, 
the installation is a training and 
test site for the Army's Logistics- 
Over-the-Shore (LOTS), and its 
oceanfront location, two historic 
lighthouses. First Landing Cross 
and Battle Off the Capes Monu- 
ment make it a popular stop. 

■ First Landing State Park, 
Shore Drive, Virginia Beach: 
Pedestrians and bicyclists are en- 
couraged to view the OpSail 2000 
Parade of Sail from historic First 
Landing Slate Park. The park will 
provide parking on a first-come, 
first-served basis only. Car pooling 
is recommended. 

The parking at First Landing is 
extremely limited and is expected 
to reach capacity immediately. A 
parking fee of $2 per vehicle will 
apply. An on-site camp store and 
resiroom facilities are located on 
the grounds. 

Overlooking the Chesapeake 
Bay, First Landing Slate Park also 
offers an opportunity to view Op- 
Sail 2000 from a historic location 
and reflecton the first English set- 
tlers weighing anchor near the 
Chesapeake Bay and the Virginia 
Beach shoreline. 

The Commonwealth of Virgini- 
a's designated fiagship, the Susan 
Consiani, was one of the three 
ships on this historic 1607 voyage. 
A replica of this ship, a 120-ton, 
three-masted tall ship will be a part 
of the OpSail 2000 Parade of Sail. 

■ Chesapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel, Virginia Beach/Eastern 
Shore (Via Route 13): The bridge- 
tunnel will provide parking on a 
first-come, first-served basis only 
on Sea Gull Island No. I. The 
parking is extremely limited and is 
expected to reach capacity immedi- 
ately. Car pooling is recommended. 
The bridge-tunnel of $10 will 
apply to access the bridge-tunnel's 
viewing sites for OpSail 2000.

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. 
noted that there was no verbatim 
in the agenda package form the 
commission. He said that he 
would not consider approving the 
application until there was an in- 
dependent study made of the area 
and the ramifications of enlarging 
the drydock. 

Glenn Huff, an attorney repre- 
senting the Broad Bay, Cape 
Henry Shores and Cape Henry by 
the Sea residents who oppose the 
application, said there would be 
congestion — an increased safety 
hazard. 

He said boats would be concen- 
trated in one space at the narrow- 
est place along the waterway, "a 
formula for disaster." 

He also reminded council that 
Levine has applied for an appli- 
cation for a floating drydock 
under the bridge. 

Levine said later she is with- 
drawing that request. 

He asked that the application 
be denied or deferred until a 
study could be made. 

Levine said that in the 12 years 
in which she has operated the 
marina there has been no con- 
flict. She said that the Shore 
Drive Advisory Committee had 
recommended that more utiliza- 
tion of the waterways occur. She 
said there arc not many locations 
for boats in Virginia Beach. 

When councilwoman Barbara 
Henley asked about her applica- 
tion for the floating drydock, 
Levine said she did not have to 
reply but later elaborated that 
that application would be with- 
drawn. 

Levine said that she has 22 sta- 
tions while the Lynnhaven Mari- 
na, with 650 boats, has fewer sta- 
tions. 

Harrison, who is working with 
the Shore Drive Committee, 
asked for clarification of Levine's 
remark about a study on the uti- 
lization of water resources. He 
said he was not aware of such a 
study. He said that Daniel Cree- 
don, vice chairman of the Short 
Drive Committee who also op- 
posed the expansion, did not say 
anything about a study. 

Harrison said that when the ap- 
plication was considered the first 
lime on Feb. 8, he was under the 
impression that someone would 
undertake a private study. That 
hasn't happened, he said. 

After Harrison' motion for de- 
nial, she asked whether there was 
some way to consider the item 
and not two or three years down 
the road. She suggested a deferral 
rather than a denial. 

This will allow Levine to reap- 
ply at anytime, where a denial 
would force her to wait a year. 

Levine said she would have an 
intensive study made so that she 
would not be precluded from re- 
turning in several months. 

Harrison said he was interested 
only that the study be indepen- 
dent and objective. 



432 teams kick It during Sand Soccer Championships

The sun beat down upon the in- 
nocent and unsuspecting world 
below. The temperature seemed to 
reach into the 200's. Humidity 
reached across the land, making it 
near impossible to get a breath of 
fresh air. 

In other words, Saturday's weath- 
er was absolutely perfect to start 
the seventh annual North American 
Sand Soccer Championships at the 
Virginia Beach oceanfront 

Up and down nearly 40 TicWs" 
of sand, more than 400 teams and 
thousands of spectators braved the 
horrendous heat wave to lake part 
in the variation of American's most 
popular youth sport 

Billed as the largest beach soccer 
extravaganza on the planet (blocks 
1 through 14 of the beach were 
used for the event), the event 
brought teams from 10 states and 
several countries to the oceanfront 
to play in 30 divisions of all levels 
and skill. 

Sponsored by First Virginia 
Bank and conducted by the Hamp- 



ton Roads Soccer Council, the fxo- 
gram raised funds for the upcoming 
opening of the Hampton Roads 
Soccer Complex in Princess Anne. 

"Last year we raised about 
$100,000 with this event," said 
tournament director Dick Whalen. 
"This year, there's more people and 
teams, so 1 think we'll gel much 
more than ihat" 

Again, because the event was 
held on a beach, a few rule modifi- 
cations had lo be made. First, the 
fields and goals were much smaller 
than regulation Oudging by dppear- 
ance, they looked less than half the 
size used in high school, college, 
and professional soccer). Instead of 
the normal ll-players-on-cjKh-skte 
rule, teams of five players each 
challenged each other in the fast- 
paced contest 

Rather than racing up and down 
the field with the players, several 
referees took advantage of nearby 
lifeguard stands for visual purpos- 
es. 

Also, normal soccer cleats would 
have proved to be a detriment to 
the young ones in the sand, so 



many played barefoot. 

Some, however, chose to employ 
a relatively novel tactic to keq) 
their footing in the dry, hot sand: 
many players wrapped tape around 
their socks. 

"This helps keep sand out of 
their socks, plus ii keeps the socks 
from falling off," said one of the 
coaches, as he helped wrap the foot 
of a young girl. 

"It also gives these kids some 
padding. Playing barefoot, their 
feet could gel hurt." 

The ball, it seemed, was the only 
regulation-sized obja;l on the field. 

"In many ways, this is very dif- 
ferent from regulation soccer," ex- 
plained an official while watching a 
high-school mens' game. 

"The field is so much smaller, so 
these games can be really high- 
scoring and exciting. With fields 
this size, it doesn't take long for 
players to go from one end to the 
other." 

To illustrate his point, a team 
immediately fxoc^dal to pass the 
ball down the field ami scwe. 

"This sand is such a pain!" a 



player complained after failing to 
reach a t|ammate with her pass. 
Because dry sand makes it exueme- 
ly difficult to dribble the pass (the 
procedure of one person ipoving 
the ball forward alone), players 
often found themselves forced to 
put the ball in the air, which adds! 
immensely to the exciting nature 
of the sport. 

For many of the local teams (the 
field ranged in age from under 10 lo 
adult, and encompassed male, fe- 
male, and coed teams), the event 
was jusi an excuse to have a good 
time, and get a bit of exercise. But 
for a few teams, the toumamenl 
had a slighUy bigger meaning. 

Out of die 432 teams (up from 
1999's 363), more than 400 were 
American. 

However, many international 
teams showed up as well. Sevoal 
teams from Bosnia showed up, as 
did a college team from En^and, 
two high school male teams fmn 
Canada's Northwest Terriloies, and 
the internationally-known Brazilim 
team "Flamilia," known for its 
be^h flair and crowd-pleasing an- 



tics. But it was the six teams from 
Norway that got the most attention 
of the small group. 

Consisting of four boys' teams 
and two adult mens' squads, the 
teams collectively raised $100,000 
to make the crossworld trip lo 
Hampton Roads. 

But soccer was not the only 
"happcnin'" part of the champi- 
onships. 



Local bands such as Rumble 
Fish and The Mike Proffil Band 
were on hand to serenade ihe day's 
beachgoers, as was Norway's top 
rock band "Babanalion." 

Many concession and game 
stands were on hand to those that 
wished to grab a break from soccer. 
Of course, normal beach activities 
such as swimming and sunbathing 
were also in full swing.

As the Cimmerian darkness of the 
night is gradually tiansfomied into a bril- 
liant crimson dawn and the scarlet sun 
steadily rises higher over the horizon, the 
dark silhouette of an ancient sailing ship 
is dramatically accented. 

Highlighted by the red sky, the ihree- 
masied, square-rigged profile of this ven- 
erable vessel is unmistakable to those 
who know both sailing ships and histo- 
ry. It is the re-creation of the English 
merchanunan Susan Constant. 

Nearly four centuries ago, the Susan 
Constant, Godspeed and Discovery 
found the very same safe anchorage. 
These three ships, as every student of 
Virginia history knows, brought the 
colonists who were to establish the first 
permanent English settlement in the New 
World to Jamestown Island — men such 
as Capt. Christopher Newport, Capt. 
John Smith and the Rev. Robert Hunt.

Visitors on the the Coastal Explorer 
have the opportunity to experience all 
these "little things" during daily trips 
aboard the pontoon boat.

Marine Science Museum (VMSM), 
enhancing the museum experience.

Plca.se spare us any more politi- 
cians promising to reform education 
and make K- 1 2 schooling their num- 
ber one pri- 
ority. Not 
that I doubt 
their sincer- 
ity. I'm cer- 
tain they'd 
like nothing 
belter than 
for the 
schools of 
their district, 
state or na- 
tion to rank 
first in the 
world during 
their watch. 
No, the 
problem is 
not sincerity, 
but a lack of political courage to take 
ihc grant steps needed to make it 
hiippcn. For starters, politicians will 
admit that K-12 education must re- 
ceive double or even triple its current 
share of tax revenues to accomplish 
the needed reforms. 

As Bill Bradley wisely advised, 
America can not resolve all its major 
problems al once. If the problem is 
major enough we need to concentrate 
our resources on that problem to ef- 
Icci the needed changes. And taking 
America's second-rate K-12 public 
cd ucation system to one that is world- 
class is definitely major enough . 

It's not that we don't know what 
works and what doesn't; because we 
do. And, believe itor not. thereare no 
gcxxl old days to go back to. It's true 
America's K-12 schooling produced 
much higher performance scores in 
the mid 2()ih century. But that ig- 
nores the horrific fact that one-third 
of our youth didn't even graduate 
from high school in the 1950's, and 
Iwo-thirdsof them did not pursue any 
higher education beyond the 12th 
gratlc. If we think Americans don't 
value education enough today, think 
how much more we do now than 
then. 

Kducation's ascendancy on the 
public radar screen demonstrates one 
of tlic greatest benefits of the transi- 
tion to the Information Age. The 
under-educated mind can no longer 
he tolerated in any society that hopes 



to be truly competitive in the future. 
So now that public education has 
finally reached the attention level it 
has long deserved, it's time to roll up 
our sleeves and get serious about the 
wide-sweeping reforms required. 

Let's first agree on what must 
change according to every study un- 
der the sun. First, there must be early 
childhood education for all children 
— first grade and even kindcrgiu-tcn 
is too late to effectively develop the 
mind to its fullest potential. That 
means fully funding Head Start, 
something we have not managed to 
do since its inception. 

Secondly, the goals of even the 
finest school system will be seriously 
undermined unsupervised after- 
school hours if our youth is allowed 
to wander the streets aimlessly or 
idly watch television to fill in the 
loneliness and boredom of our mod- 
em latch-key kids. Family valucsare 
hard as heck to impiu't when there's 
no family there to do it. 

Just as critical is that every K-12 
school must be absolutely safe, tech- 
nologically modern, and diverse 
enough in its curriculum and student 
population to meet the needs of every 
stunned and our society as a whole. 
Every educator knows that the key to 
learning is the opening and challeng- 
ing the vast potential of the human 
mind. 

But, it is not just the teacher who 
accomplishes that in the education 
experience. The collective struggle 
of fellow students spurs not only so- 
cial development but academic as 
well. From the societal perspective, 
we want future generations not only 
to be highly educated but to strongly 
identify themselves as Americans 
whose culture and goals arc bonded 
together a common purpose. 

That flat out can not happen in a 
society whose main education sys- 
tem is based upon private niche acad- 
emies, or by .segregating America's 
youth along racial, edinic, religious 
and family income lines. "Out of 
many , one" hasn't a prayer unless we 
honor the many enough to bring it 
together to forge a sense of oneness 
in the first place. 

So just what is it going to tiike 
(other than lots and lots of dol lars) lo 
restfuclurc our K- 1 2 system to genu- 



inely start meeting the high levels of 
educational achievement necessary 
for our nation's future? The truth is 
that nothinu short of a better meansof 
delivery education is called for. 

The only way to make every school 
safe, modem and diverse, with small 
student-teacher ratios and the neces- 
sary materials and facilities to de- 
velop the whole child, is to build 
them. We should have K-12 cam- 
puses, not school houses. No one 
would enter unchecked or unautho- 
rized, but once inside every develq)- 
mental need, whether mental, physi- 
cal or social. 

These enclaves of safety, security 
and development should be staffed 
by highly qualified educators and 
overseen by powerful school boards 
composed of elected community lead- 
ers. Equally important would be the 
need for a powerful parent-teacher 
association. That association enables 
parents to work closing with the 
teacher to resolve their child's prob- 
lem and to insure that their elected 
board members are effectively meet- 
ing their responsibility to insure that 
the school is meeting its critical mis- 
sion of high quality education for 
every student under its charge. 

It goes without saying that schools 
of the 21st Century must be all-day 
and year-round. And, it's time to get 
our high-school teens out of the adult 
workplace and out of automobiles 
unti I they are mature enough to handle 
the freedom paychecks and cars bring 
to their lives. 

European countries do not make 
this mistake. No one is eligible for a 
license until they are 18 years of age 
in those countries. Think how much 
tempiiition anddangerousexperimen- 
tation we subject our young teens to 
in this country long before many of 
them are old enough to exercise inde- 
pendent judgment needed lo resist 
ill-advised peer pressure. 

There is no question such a mas- 
sive commitment on the part of adult 
America would protect, structure and 
dramatically improve the academic, 
social and physical well bein^ of our 
youth. The real question is whether 
we love our children and nation 
enough to make the sacrifices neces- 
sary to make it happen.

Rest for 24 hours, they told 
mc, and ilic results would be back in 
two weeks. 

Two weeks! More waiting. More 
time to obsess. More lime to cry. 
Evan and I didn't even want to talk 
about what would happen if the re- 
sults came back positive.

From the pages of history we learn 
of a great battle fought by a foreign 
power that, as historian Michael 
Lewis said, "made the creation of the 
United States not only possible, but 
certain." 

This battle 
was fought at 
our door step 
— at the junc- 
tion of the 
Chesapeake 
Bay and the 
Atlantic 
Ocean. This 
battle was 
fought be- 
tween Adm. 
Francois Jo- 
seph Paul 
Comte de 
Grassc of the 
French Navy 
and Adm. 
Thomas 
Graves of the 
British Navy. 
Because of 
continuing taxes being imposed on 
common items such as sugar, glass, 
newspapers, tea and playing cards 
and the prohibition of colonists mov- 
ing west over the Appalachian Moun- 
tains, the American colonists, being a 
suong and self-reliant people, be- 
lieved they had the right to govern 
themselves. 

James Otis, a young Boston law- 
yer, speaking out against the 1765 tax 
law called the Stamp Act, declared, 
'Taxation without representation is 
tyranny." 

On Dec. 16, 1773 some of the 
colonists boarded ships in the Boiston 
Harbor owned by the British East 
Indian Company, throwing hundreds 
of chests of tea overboard. This pro- 
test marked the colonists altitude to- 
ward the British government; they 
would no longer tolerate British tyr- 
anny, renaming the new British laws: 
the Intolerable Acts. 

In September 1774, a total of 55 
delegates from the colonies met in 
Philadelphia in the First Continental 
Congress — the first political body to 
represent the 13 American colonies. 
They met again in June 1775, for the 
Second Continental Congress with 
some of the most important men in 
America present: John and Samuel 
Adam s, Patrick Henry , George Wash- 
ington, Benjamin Franklin from 
Pennsylvania and Thomas Jefferson 
from Virginia. At this meeting, the 
Congress elected George Washing- 
ton to command the new Army and 
he offered to serve without pay. 

Seven-hundred British troops came 
to Boston on April 19, 1775 to seize 
and destroy all the artillery and am- 
munition they could find around Bos- 
ton. The Massachusetts militia were 
alerted and Paul Revere, along with 
other Americans, rode through the 
countryside on horseback with the 
warning, "The British are coming!" 
Fighting broke out in Lexington and 
Concord, two towns near Boston. The 
American Revolution had begun. 

In March 1776, after the British 
vacated Boston, Congress debated 
declaring the 13 coionicsan indepen- 
dent nation. A committee was ap- 
pointed with Thomas Jefferson cho- 
sen to write a "Declaration of Inde- 
pendence." This document, after a 
few changes, was approved on July 
4, 1776. This document was signed 
by John Hancock, the president of 
Congress and Charles Thomson, the 
secretary. 

In the spring of 1-78 1, the Ameri-. 
can Revolution had been going onf or 
six years. No end was in sight. The 
soldiers on both sides were tired of 
the war and in low spirits. The British 
occupied New York City, Charles- 
ton, S.C; Savannah, Ga. and had 
troops in Virginia, but they were no 
closer to ending the American rcbel- 
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lion than they had been in 1775. 

France signed an alliance with the 
1 3 colonics in 1 779 but it wasn't until 
1781 that more French naval support 
was given, after much pleading of 
Gen. George Washington and the 
French Miirshall, Gen. Jean Bapliste 
Donatien de Vimcur Comte de 
Rochambcau. 

Washington had no way to stop the 
steady flood of supply ships and the 
King's men-of-war into the Boston 
Harbor and since the opening months 
of the Revolution, the pau-ioiic cause 
had been hamsuung by Britain's ab- 
solute conu-ol of the seas. His pleas 
for food, clothes and equipment went 
mostly unanswered by Congress. The 
winter at Valley Forge caused more 
suffering and hope was almost lost. 
After securing Portsmouth and 
Suffolk and being ordered to fortify 
some point suitable to command a 
harbor for his Majesty's ships, Gen. 
Charles Comwallis entrenched in 
Yorktown with its deep harbor. He 
seized Yorktown and Gloucester 
Point, Aug. 1, 1781 and began mov- 
ing his men from Portsmouth. 

Washington was torn between try- 
ing to take New York or going to the 
aid of Virginia, his home state, at 
Yorktown, But when he received 
word from de Grasse that he was 
leaving the West Indies and heading 
for Chesapeake Bay with a large fleet 
and 3,000 French troops and know- 
ing that Gen. Comwallis' intention 
was to completely subdue Virginia 
and thus drive a wedge between the 
colonies, Washington began his 
march of 400 miles to Yorktown. 

The French general Lafayeue, on 
his way to Fredericksburg, also de- 
toured his tfoops to Yorktown to 
watch over the British force when he 
heard of Comwallis landing in 
Yorktown. 

In March 1781, de Grasse left 
France and headed for the West 
Indies. Reaching the islands in April, 
he began gathering men, money, 
ammunition and more battleships for 
the upcoming journey to the colo- 
nies. He put up his own mansion in 
France as collateral to get silver for 
Washington's men. He made the de- 
cision to go to the Chesapeake Bay, 
instead of Manhattan and he brought 
up the entire French fleet from the 
West Indies. 

Adm iral dc Grasse was on the Ville 
de Paris, the most powerful warship 
on earth with 1 10 canons on three 
dM:ks.

Patric Anderson's job as a busy television 
director at WGNT-UPN 27 in Portsmouth 
doesn't leave much time for his second 
passion during the week. But come Saturday 
and Sunday, he's at the beach donating his 
time to the Ocean Park Volunteer Rescue 
Squad. 

A volunteer for five years, his latest 
endeavor with them is the Virginia Beach 
Maritime Rescue and Underwater Recovery 
Team. It's the perfect outlet for the water 
lover. 

""I do a lot of Whitewater kayaking and 
kept seeing people getting hammered on the 
river. I wanted to be able to do something to 
help them. I found out that the city of 
Virginia Beach would help pay for school if 
you'd sign up with the rescue squad for 
three years," he ^id. 

The maritime rescue/underwater recovery 
team evolved from the merger of the boat 
team, of which Anderson was a member, 
and the dive team. He's media officer for 
the new team, which has 43 members. 
Twenty-seven are divers; the rest are boat 
drivers or dive tenders. 

"We're all medically qualified. Minimum 
is first responder all the way up to 
paramedic," Anderson said. "We also do 
land searches, like for missing kids, and we 
have five rescue boats and three trucks, 
including a state-of-the-art command center. 
We're the best-equipped water rescue unit 
on the East Coast." 

Anderson, a boat driver and dive tender, 
has seen his share of excitement. But it's 
not always thrills, he mused. 

"Lots of times we get called out on 
swimming distress, but it turns out to be a 
drunk who sees a buoy and thinks it's a 
woman in distress!" he said. "That's loo 
often." 

Obviously, calls increase greatly during 
the busy tourist season at the oceanfront. 

"Between Memorial Day and Labor Day, 
we're manned 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week," he noted. 

The other^side of Anderson is his 
professional career as a director for 
Portsmouth's WGNT. He joined the station 
three years ago after working at WTKR-TV 
3 since 1979. 

Anderson directs the public service 
programming and station promotions. 

A graduate of Randolph- Macon Military 
Academy, he happened upon the career. 

"I was hanging sheet rock and haled it," 
Anderson adipitted. 

"My dad heard Channel 3 was looking lo- 
an uncollege-educated man who they could 
train their own way to handle the camera." 

Anderson went down, applied and was 
hired. 

"I was in the right place at the right 
lime," he said. "It was nice to have a job 
that wasn't weather-dependent." 

Eighteen years later, Anderson joined 
Channel 27 because he wanted the 
opportunity to shoot his own video again 
and direct. His current position fulfills that 
desire. 

"It's a smaller shop, but it's more 
personal. People care more about each 
other," he said. 

Anderson's secret for keeping it all 
together between family, work and 
volunteering? 

"Having an organized wife who can take 
charge of it all," he smiled.

They named the place of their 
first landing Cape Henry in honor 
of one of King James' sons — 
Prince Henry. At Cape Henry they 
erected a cross and formally prayed 
and gave thanks for their safe ar- 
rival in Virginia. 

Fittingly, today's festive journey 
began in Virginia Beach from the 
shores of First Landing State Park 
near Cape Henry which was named 
in their honor. 

On this morning Susan Constan- 
t's mission was not one of discov- 
ery, exploration or colonization. 
Her consorts were not the God- 
speed and Discovery but the 
USCG Eagle, Amerigo Vespucci 
and Kalmar Nyckel, among others. 
Neither Capt. Newport nor Capt. 
Smith was aboard, unless they 
have traveled in spirit. 

Capt, Eric Speth of Jamestown 
Settlement, a living history muse- 
um, was in command of the Susan 
Constant on this particular voyage 
of celebration; the ship's crew con- 
sisted of historical interpreters from 
Jamestown Settlement and volun- 
teers. Her destination was not 
Jamestown but Waterside in Nor- 
folk. 

The Cross of Saint George, a tra- 
ditional flag of the English, flew 
from the foremast andmizzenmast. 
From the mainmast wavetl the En- 
glish national flag of 1607 which 
combined the English Cross of St. 
George with the Scottish Cross of 
St. Andrew. Today on the main- 
mast, below the English national 
flag, fluttered the OpSail 2000 
standard. The Susan Constant was 
a leading participant in OpSail 
2000. 

With the exception of the modern 
inflatable craft hanging from her 
gallery, the replicated Susan Con- 
stant has the authentic look of a 
late- 16th or early-17th-century mer- 
chant vessel with both inscribed 
and painted hull designs. From the 
beafchead, a protrusion off the bow, 
to the upper works of her stern, 
the design was based upon research 
undertaken in 1987 by British mar- 
itime historian Brian Lavery. 

Of course, modern concessions 
have been made for safety and com- 
fort but are generally kept hidden or 
below the exhibition decks — 
among them contemporary naviga- 
tional equipment, a head for an- 
swering Nature's call, a galley for 
preparing hot meals, and twin 135 
horsepower diesels for power when 
the winds fail. 

While permanent crew mem- 
bers, maritime interpreters and 
shipwrights employed by 
Jamestown Settlement, form the. 
core of the crew, sailing the Susan 
Constant would be virtually im- 
possible without the dedicated vol- 
unteers who conu-ibuie their lime, 
energy, and muscle to the cause. 

Volunteers make up the majority 
of the crew on the Susan Constant. 
Most of the volunteer crew mem- 
bers work on the ships on ihc wa- 
terfront at Jamestown Settlement 
on weekends. 

Joe Freitus, who worked aboard 
the USS Constitution as a sail 
maker while he was in the Navy, 
spends three days a week volunteer- 
ing at Jamestown Settlement's 
maritime exhibit. 

Over the course of the winter, 
Freitus overhauled all the Susan 
Constant's sails. They were nine 
years old and needed considerable 
attention. The original Susan Con- 
stant used flax-linen sails, but the 
replica ship uses a synthetic falaic 
called duradon which looks auUien- 
tic but is — as the name indicates 
— far more durable. 

"If you look around, you'll see 
that probably 80 to 85 percent of 
the people that you see on the deck 
are volunteers," observed Freitus. 
"This is what we work for. This 
(sailing the vessel) is our reward, 
sir." 

The best part of sailing a tall 
ship, according to Freitus, is the 
"choreography" as he called it. To 
Freitus, sailing a wooden, sqiare- 
rigged ship is akin to dancing with 
the wind. 

"Putting sail up is nothing," said 
Freitus. "The choreography, as I 
like to call it, of running the sails, 
moving sail around is what I like 
best," he maintained. As with a 
dance team, the choreographic de- 
velopment of "running the sails" 
dependson practice, precision, and 
direction. 

"It's something that you wok 
into. You get that — you derive 
that — from the Icattership of the 
three people on d«:k that know it 
very well," said Freitus. "Those are 
the people who know all the ropes, 
and they make the volunteers look 
good when we make a move." 

James Diilard II, a member of the 
Virginia House of Delegates fom 
Fairfax, was also among the Susan 
Constant's volunteer crew. Dillvd 
noted that prospective crew mem- 



bers must be reasonably healthy, 
contribute 32 hours per year of vol- 
unteer "scud" work (sanding, paint- 
ing, etc.), and 48 hours of sail 
training to qualify for the volunteer 
crew. 

"There are 119 different lines. 
You've got to know what they do 
and where they go," Diilard ex- 
plained. 

"You have a situation where you 
work and you work, and then you 
have the enjoyment of actually 
going out and sailing," he said. 
"This is one of those days. It does- 
n't get much better than this," Dii- 
lard contended. 

Gene Bjerke was making his 
fourth voyage aboard the museum's 
ships and his third trip aboard the 
Susan Constant. 

"Everyone of them has been a 
ball. I like sailboats, I like old 
ships, and I like the water," he 
said. "What more is there?" 

Eric Speth, maritime program 
manager at Jamestown Settlement, 
was named the captain of the 
Susan Constant after the ship was 
constructed at Jamestown Settle- 
ment in 1991 by Allen Rawl. 

This replica was built to replace 
an earlier replica which was built 
in the mid-l950's and decommis- 
sioned in 1990. At that time a vol- 
unteer sailing program was insti- 
tuted to help provide the necessary 
manpower for sailing the replace- 
ment craft. 

"Most of the crew you see 
on board here are volunteer crew," 
observed Speth. "I think one of the 
things that I like most is working 
with these people, who are here on 
their own time, and teaching them 
how to sail the ship," he said. "I 
think in the way that we have our 
program structured, sailing the ship 
with volunteer crew, provides an 
opportunity for many people to be 
involved and bring with them the 
energy, the excitement, and the cfe- 
sire to sail ships like these." 

ToddEgnor, the first mate, is an- 
other of the maritime professionals 
who provides direction for the vol- 
unteers. 

Egnor started out as a volunteer 
on the Godspeed at Harborfest in 
1987. 

"I was looked at that point," he 
laughed. "My ''ity is basically to 
oversee the ship's maintenance at 
Jamestown Settlement." 

In addition to the regular working 
of the vessel in port, ho has helped 
out with sail handling and training 
volunteers. When the Susan Con- 
stant is under weigh, Egnor is re- 
sponsible for supervising the entire 
crew. While the craft is under sail, 
Ednor's specific responsibility is 
supervising the main mast. Egnor 
also enjoys working with the vol- 
unteer crew, 

"Volunteers are the backbone of 
our program; they make the ship 
work. 

"Yesterday was great. We sailed 
and tacked — just great winds to do 
it. Wc don't know what we're 
going to do day to day out here. 
We know we're going to sail and 
sail as much as we can," he said. 

"What we're going to experience 
is something different each time." 

It has been about six months 
since the crew sailed the Susan 
Constant, and Egnor conceded that 
six months is too long a lime be- 
tween sails. Although sail training 
during the winter and spring has 
helped, it has taken this sail lor the 
crew to get back the "feel" lor sail- 
ing die 17th-century square-rigger. 

Homer Lanier, the supervisor of 
maritime interpreters. ccx>rdinates 
the interpretive educational ship- 
board programs at Jamestown Set- 
tlement and aboard ship when the 
ship is under way. 

"Not only is she a stiitic museum 
back home, but she's also a float- 
ing museum that wc can take out 
and share chapter one of Virginia 
history with folks around 
Virginia," Lanier explained. 

While the ship is actually under 
weigh, Lanier serves as the ship's 
master gunner, helmsman, arul just 
about anything else that's needed 
along the way. 

"I've been sailing here on the 
Susan Constant since she was put 
in the water in 1991 ," s;iid Lnnicr, 

"She's a cargo ship. She's a 
freighter. She was designed in the 
1 7th century to carry goods from 
one port to another," he added. 

"For us today, this ship is a v»y 
special craft," nodded Lanier, be- 
u-aycd by a hint of emotion. "I 
think of her as Virginia's fls^ship. 
She's one of the family. Everyore 
of the crew aboard today has a very 
special place in their hearts for h«. 
We take care of her, and we keq) 
her in good shape, 

"This big i^rade of sail today is 
with all the tall ships of (^Sail 
2000. 1 have a feeling that die next 
time that we'll be doing this will 
be for OpSail 2007 to celch^tcthe 
400th anniversary of the ^tlement 
of Jamestown," Lanier speculated.

1607 *cast' returns to First Landing

Visitors to Virginia Beach's 
First Landing State Park had an 
opportunity to interact with re- 
enactors portraying some of the 
principal participants in OpSail 
1607 — First Landing. 

When the three tall English 
ships (no Spanish ships were in- 
vited) that participated in OpSail 
1607 arrived at Cape Henry on 
April 26, 1607, the place didn't 
have a proper English name, so 
they gave it one. 

They called it Cape Henry. The 
Susan Constant, Godspeed, and 
Discovery found a safe anchw- 
age just inside the enu-ance of the 
Chesapeake Bay. 

The great bay ab-eady had the 
name Chesapeack; a name Uiat 
had been given it by the indige- 
nous people. Chesapeack meant 



"great shellfish bay." The En- 
glish knew a great name when 
they heard one, so they decided to 
accept the Native American so- 
briquet. 

After four months at sea — 
with brief stops on a few islands 
— the explorers were very glad 
to see land. They were sick of 
shipboard life, they were sick of 
the food, and they were sick of 
each other. Almost everyone 
wanted to go ashore, but Admiral 
Newport, the head honcho of Op- 
Sail 1607, would not allow it. 

A landing party of about 30 
men was put ashore near Cape 
Henry in a longboat. They quick- 
ly checked the beach for signs of 
hostile natives and observed 
nothing threatening. They moved 
inland and spent most of diat 
first day exploring the meiriows 
and refreshing them.selves from

Darkness fell before Newport 
decided to return to where his 
small fleet was anchored.

landing party could reach it, ihcy 
were assaulted by a small band of 
Indian attackers. 

After a brief skirmish, the Indi- 
ans were driven off by musket 
fire, but two OpSailers were in- 
jured: Capt. Gabriel Archer and a 
sailor. Archer was wounded in 
bodi hands. The natives were def- 
initely ho.stile. 

Deciding Cape Henry was not 
a suitable location for the first 
permanent English settlement in 
America, Newport and his licet 
explored the bay and the rivers 
that emptied into it. Eventually 
they established the settlement of 
, Jamestown on- the banks of the 
James River. 

Historical Impressions, an or- 
ganization from Hopewell, wils 
engaged by Virginia State Parks 
to present an interactive program 
called "This New Land Called 
Virginia" as part of the OpSail 
2000 celebration. 

James R. Furqueron, director 
of Historical Impressions, devel- 
oped the program to give park 
visitors some insight into what 
those Englishmen were like who 
made that first landing at Cape 
'Henry and eventually founded ihc 
settlement of Jamestown. 

"It's an interactive, living his- 
tory program where people gel to 
meet and talk to Capt. John 
Smith and Gabriel Archer," ex- 
plained Furqueron. "1 picked the 
two men because they arc two 
opposites. John Smith is a sol- 
dier; Gabriel Archer is a lawyer. 
He's a recorder. He's a scholar." 

Compared to those who partic- 
ipated in OpSail 1607, Fur- 
queron and his interpreters were 
warmly received. Park visitors 
seemed to enjoy conversing with 
the living history interpreters 
dressed in 17th century garb. 
They took advantage of the op- 
portunity to ask questions and to 
be photographed with them. 

"Sure, I enjoyed it," saidLydia 
Mason, a park visitor. "It rnade 
me think."

It has twin four-cylinder 
outboard engines, making for a 
quieter experience, and a canopy 
for shade. A few people brave the 
heat to sit at the bow under the 
broiling sun. 

Barns goes along for the ride 
too, her first this season. 

Everyone gets settled in, eying 
the cooler stocked with sodas and 
bottled water, and the crates of 
snacks for sale. 

Mizell grabs the microphone 
and speaks, his voice filling the 
boat. 

"Good afternoon. My name is 
Mike and it's good to be with you 
today," he notes, pointing out the 
life preserver locations onboard.

"We are the only salt marsh in 
Virginia Beach connected 
directly to the ocean," Mizell 
boats. 

As the Coastal Explorer passes 
under a bridge, he pulls out a 
refractometer to measure the 
salinity of water. He asks for a 
volunteer to read the 
measurement. 

Ten-year-old Robert Baker, 
Heather's brother, takes the 
challenge. 

As the boat pulls into the 

waters off Croatan, visitors "ooh" 

and "aah" over the million- 

,: doIlai-p!us houses lining the 

banks. 

Capt. Sykes interjects a little 
humor. 

"Lots of people think you have 
to be rich to live back here," he 
jokes. "But I live back here — 
see that little red house?" 

He points to a small storage 
shed in one of the back yards. 
"Yep, last year I had my own 
pool — just blew it up and the 
sun heated the water!" 

The passengers laugh. With a 
breeze now blowing, they've 
forgotten the heat. 

Meanwhile, Mizell talks about 
the importance of cordgrass to 
the salt marsh environment. 
When things get slow, he turns 
attention to his "goody" tanks at 
the back of the boat. 

"Come back and sec them," he 
urges. 

All of the children and a few 
adults follow. They're u^eated to a 
"touch" in the tank, examining 
shrimp, marsh crabs, soflshell 
clams and other sea creatures. 

"This tour is pretty cool," 
Robert Baker notes. "I've never 
been on this ride, though I have 
been to the museum a couple of 
times." 

As the boat heads back for the 
dock, Mizell says loggerhead 
turtles have been sighted back 
here. Someone even claimed to 
have seen a manatee. 

Sykes stops the Coastal 
Explorer, allowing Mizell to 
check his basket for any 
interesting aquatic life. But it's 
pretty empty this time. 

"You can't guarantee nature," 
Barns says. "But 1 still think 
people learn a lot by observing 
the process." 

The pontoon boat pulls up to 
the pier. After it's docked, the 
passengers disembark, giving the 
lour a thumbs-up. 

"This enhances the whole 
museum experience," Bams says.

like black and while, and small, in- 
tricate pieces," said Bruner. "Wcxxl 
engraving is the perfect medium for 
that. There's a lot of detail, and I'm 
able to work for a long lime on 
each block. You can spend a lot of 
lime on a small piece. In my work, 
1 show things I've seen in my life, 
or things I really-like, things I find 
intriguing. 

"Woodcarving is definitely luird 
work," Bmner continued. "Culling, 
engraving and printing are all cx- 
u-emely difficult." 

Painter Steven Bokesenbaum's 
choice of art subjects was unusual 
to say the least; the major of his 
work focused on diners and classic 
cars of the 1950s and '60s. 

"When I was 16, my first rc;J 
job was working at a drug siorc. 



and it had many of the same as- 
pects of a diner, such as stools ;ind 
a milkshake machine," Bokscn- 
baum explained. 

"Later, when I weni to college in 
Philndelphia. I lived nc;ir m.uiv din- 
ers, and used to hang out there with 
my friends. I like the ambiance of a 
diner, ihe fact thai anyone can af- 
ford to eat at diners. There's racial 
mixing, so it's more of a humani- 
tarian kind of situation. It's also 
very personal; you can walk into a 
diner, and hear conversations from 
one end of the diner to the other, 
because so many people know each 
other." 

Rather than forcing artists to 
iroll around their exhibits for hours 
at a time in the blazing heat, die 
city of Virginia Beach provided 
them with chairs, umbrellas and 
cold drinks. 



"It would definitely be brutal 
without these things," laughed 
painter David Cochran. Sculptor 
David Wise, however, found anoth- 
er way to beat the heat; he used a 
water bottle lo spray anyone who 
was willing lo get wet. 

"These sculptures are made out of 
belly button lint that I've collected 
over the years," Wise joked, eyeing 
his life-size siatues of Marilyn 
Monroe and other figures. 

"Actually, they're made of siccl, 
plaster and wire. The outer level is 
a material from Japan, a finely 
ground material called 'paper clay.' 

"I have a list of people at home," 
Wise said, when asked how he de- 
cided on subjects for his sculpting. 
"There's Einstein, Groucho Marx, 
whoever. They just have to keep 
'asking me,' and 1 eventually go 
ahead and make them."

etables that they sell. What diey 
can't grow themselves, they try to 
buy from local farmers. 

"We've been in business for 38 
years," Mosley said, explaining 
ihat her uncles, aunts, and cousins 
help to grow the produce they mar- 
ket. "It's kind of like three or four 
big families. Thai's what kept us 
in business. We support the local 
farmers." 

Mosley's part of an old family 
tradition, but she could also be on 
* 4i€ cptting edge of a new uend in 
agriculture, according to Louis 
Cullipher, city agriculture director. 
In what almost seems like a return 
lo the days of small, family-run 
farms, many farmers, both here and 
nationwide, are now marketing di- 
rectly to die consumer. 

This style of farming has .several 
advantages, Cullipher said. First, it 
allows the farmer to increase his 
profit margin by eliminating die 
middle man. Higher profits enable 
him to reduce his labor costs be- 
cause he can farm a smaller tract of 
land. 

"It's much more profitable to re- 
tail, " Cullipher said, "so a lot of 
people are getting into direct mar- 
keting, with the farm stands. It's 
kind of progressive lo retail. With 
customized crops, you don'i have 
to have such a large farm." Suaw- 
berries, he added, arc one of the 
highest profit products locally, al- 
though "some greenhou.se and nurs- 
ery crops might be a liiilc more 
profitable." 

Direct marketing also benefits 
the consumers by providing a vari- 
ety of fresh, local produce. In an 
urban area like Virginia Beach, 
there's a ready market close by, and 
many of today's health and quality 
conscious consumers find ihc idea 
of locally grown produce appeal- 
ing. There's even a new demand 
for such old, traditional products as 
free range eggs. 

Free range eggs, unlike ihosc 
produced on the large egg liirnis, 
come from chickens that arc al- 
lowed to roam free. 

"Free range chickens probably 
have more yellow in the egg," 
Cullipher said, "because the chick- 
ens have access to grasses and other • 
things, like they did years ago." 

Appearance, Cullipher added, is 
very important to today's con- 
sumer. 

"If people see brown eggs, ur rod 
tomatoes, or yellow squash, ihcy'll 
buy them. There are certain ways 
to display vegetables lo show off 
their colors. And we really do luivc 
a variety of colors in farm sunds. 
we have the green vegetables, and 
Ihe purple eggplants, and red toma- 
toes. And don't forget the sweet 
potatoes, most of them grown 
around hen arc a deep orange." 
Conlcmpwary consumers demand 



perfection in color and shape, iuxl 
for that rea.son irrigation is neces- 
sary for the farmer. "Our public 
today demands perfection in vegeta- 
bles," Cullipher said, "so ihcy have 
to be grown under optimal condi- 
tions." 



Normally, Virginia Beach 
farmers get adequate rainfall "but 
we have a disiribiilion' problem 
sometimes. We get about 43 or 44 
inches of rain a year, but we iieed 
about one or one-and-one half inch- 
es per week during the growing 
season. And sometimes we might 
go a whole week without rain, d>en 
get three or four inches in another 
week." This spotty rainfall some- 
times affects the appearance, tex- 
ture, and sometimes even the flavor 
of vegetables. 

Modern farming techniques have 
extended the season for some fruits 
and vegetables, including su^awber- 
ries. Su-awbcrries grown on plastic 
ripen faster because the darkplastic 
draws heat to the berries in the 
early Spring. These berries also 
last longer because of drip irriga- 
tion that cools the berries when die 
weather begins to get hot. 

Irrigation and other modern farm- 
ing techniques increase production 
costs, but Cullipher still sees direct 
marketing as the wave of the fti- 
lure. 

"Farmer's Markets are increasing 



nationwide," he said. "Most cities 
are striving to get" markets similar 
lo the one in Virginia Beach. 

Cullipher sees a demand not only 
for traditional crops but for organi- 
cally grown vegetables, which 
some local farmers are producing. 
Fresh herbs are also in demand 
now, and .Cullipher sees a whole 
new market that local growers have 
yet to tap into. 

"Many markets in California arc 
offering edinic foods," he said. "I'd 
like for us to explore ihai, particu- 
larly with the Oriental population 
we have." 

The Oriental diet, he explained, 
is very high in fresh fruits and veg- 
etables, and he thinks the climate 
and soil here would be well-suited 
to growing the varieties of vegeta- 
bles that Uiis market demands. 

Cullipher doesn't see fwxxlucc 
farming completely replacing die 
'Vaditional grain farming, like corn 
wheat and soybeans, but 1 do see a 
gradual shift away from u-adilional 
crops to higher values crops. Here 
and in other metropolitan area.s, 
that's what's taking place." 

'People come here from Rich- 
mond to buy our vegetables, " akfcd 
Mosley, "especially those people 
who know what time something 
will be ready and want to get a loi 
of it for canning or freezing. And 
we also have people who come 
here from Florida to get 
vegetables."

Protection Project. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf was joined 
by Sen, Chuck Robb, Rep.

agement system provide an increa.sed 
line of protection against hurricanes 
and other major storms, such as 
nor' casters which regularly batter the 
Virginia Beach coastline. 

The new protective seawall extends 
from Rudee Inlet to 89lh Su-eet, includ- 
ing a wider and stronger boardwalk 
from the inlet to 40th Street. 

There is a higher, wider beach where

Street, measuring 280-feet wide at 
mid-tide, according to Obemdorf. 

An enhanced dune system with more 
extensive protective vegetation ex- 
tends from 58th to 89th Street, and 
storm water drainage is pumped off- 
shore.

Counci I adopts one, defers another corridor study

City Council has adopted the Laskin 
Road Corridor guidelines for esthetics 
for inclusion in the comprehensive plan 
with an amendment. 

The Princess Anne Corridor study was 
deferred until July 11. 

Council amenckd the Laskin Road co-- 
ridor study to include the acquisition of 
the residential lots on the north side of 
Laskin Road from Winwood Drive to 
Linby Drive to avoid acMing five sepaialc 
driveways onto Laskin Road. 

Thomas C. Pauls, comprehensive plan- 
ning coordinator, at a work session prior 
to the formal council meeting Tuesday, 
said that the aesthetic component of the 
Laskin Road corridor came in after the 
Virginia Department of Transportation 
had planned tits n»d. 

He said the goals were to minimize the 
environmental impact and to provide for 
safety when Laskin Road between First 
Colonial and Birdneck Roads is trans- 
fcHmed from an eight-lane roadway con- 
sisting of a four-lane divided road with 
adjacent service roads to a six uid eight 
l<u% divickd road. 

He said that the planners wanted to re- 
inforce the positive identity of the neigh- 
borhood and the "last thing we wanted to 



do was denigrate that identity." 

In planning the landscaping efforts 
were made to make sure business signs 
were not obscured nor the view of 
Linkhom Bay. 

Laskin Road is the major east-west ar- 
terial road serving the east central area of 
Virginia Beach, also serves as the area's 
main su-eet and is one of four entrance 
roads to the oceanfront resort area. 

The aesthetics plan calls for special 
treatment at the "gateways" at First 
Colonial and Birdneck Roads, 

The city also is requested VDOT to ajd 
a signal at Winwood to enhance pedestri- 
an movement and in the matter of light- 
ing is trying to get away from sl^idard 
VDOT fare, Pauls said. 

The cost of the improvements will be 
be close to S24 million — $22.6 million 
for non-aesthetic improvements. $1.3 
million for aesthetic improvements and 
S3 1 ,000 for maintenance. 

If it is economically feasible, the staff 
would like to put the utilities laider- 
ground, which will add another S1.51 
million a mile to the cost 

The Princess Anne Corridor study ex- 
tends from Dam Neck Road to the Mu- 
nicipal Center and since much of the 
property is still undeveloped offers the 
city many more opportunities for new 



kinds of development, Pauls said . 

Some council members had a problem 
with higher densities which were sug- 
gested as an incentive to group {xucels 
together to avoid piecemeal development. 

The corridor includes a long large area 
with uses such as the Sportsplex and the 
GTE Amphitheater in the north and the 
municipal complex at the south end 

The areas include Princess Anne Com- 
mons and the transition area between the 
green line and the more develq»d north - 
em part of the city. The study, however, 
focuses on the Princess Anne Corridor . 

Among the consirainis in the mrridor 
are residential neighborhoods close to the 
road, adjacent land uses and' wetlands 
which will require mitigation. Also, the 
proximity to the Oceana Naval Air Sta- 
tion and its Air Installation Compatible 
UseZoire (AlCUZ)also limits the use of 
certain areas. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said that 
some of the citizens are not happy with 
the suggested densities. For instance, 
while a density in one area is set at three 
units an acre, six units an acre plus com- 
mocial will be altow^ if the property is 
(fevek^xd toother. 

Pauls assured council, however, that 
the commercial development will be (Sf - 
ferent from the usual. The alternate, he 



said, would be piecemeal development 
with a lot of driveways, 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley said 
that somehow or other she has become 
very cynical about the city's ability to 
Slick to the type of development it 
wants. She said that in her experience, an 
incentive becomes a right. She said that 
she would like to see everything written 
as "shall," which would imply a man- 
date, rather than may, which can be an 
option. 

Pauls said that it would be difficult to 
put "shalls" in the comprehensive plan. 
He said success or failure will be based 
on the continuity of decisions. 

Councilman John A. Baum said that 
council would have no obligation to 
grant the higher density. Henley ad*d 
that council would still have some con- 
trol becauK most of the land is zoned 
agrcultural. 

Included in the plan is a possible pedes- 
trian linkage from Tictewaler Community 
College to the Mun^ipal Center. 

The cost of the road is estimated at 
$17.3 million. Aesthetics would add an- 
other S2,9 million, and maintenance 
would come to $180,000, 
While the plan calls for a mullipurpoK 
trail, Pauls said that a ^ps^te bike lane 
can be included.

They 
know it is not a battle over a col- 
ored cloth, it is an affirmation of 
their oath as ^Idiers, and pledgee 
civilians, to |»t}tect and diefendlhc 
Constitution from all its enemies 
foreign and, tragically, domestic.

"Out, out damned spot" everyone's problem

Whether you support the death 
penalty or not, there is no excuse for 
the state (which is you and I) to put 
any one to 
death unless 
Uiere is abso- 
lute certainty 
as to their 
commission 
of die capital 
crime of 
which they 
are charged. 
Even beyond 
a reasonable 
doubt does 
not cut it on 
this issue. 

Why? Be- 
cause if there 

is even a 

shadow of 
doubt, dien you and 1 are potentially 
committing murder. To execute an 
innocent person is the willful taking 
of a human life widiout justification. 
That is, plain and simple, the defmi- 
tion of murder. 

Being 90 percent sure, or even 99.9 
percent sure, is not sure enough to 
warrant any execution going forward. 
Presidential candidate George W. 
Bush has recently come under scadi- 
ing criticism for being unwilling to 
hold his state to this level of certitude 
in carrying out its swinging-door high 
volume of executions. And diat criti- 
cism is well deserved. 

Imagine the horror forTexans who 
know (despite Governor Bush's er- 
roneous claims to die conU'ary) diat 
their state has put one innocent per- 
son to death, and very likely a sec- 
ond, in die past two years. And, Uiis 
was even before Bush was called 
upon to pardon, commute to life or 
grant a 90-day evidentiary hearing to 
Gary Graham. 

Yet, "W" seems to have no qualms 
whatsoever. Notonly has he refused 
to acknowledge the clear evidence 
presented in the New York Times of 
the wrongful executions resulting 
from Texas' flawed criminal justice 
system, buthe perpetuated Uieirprac- 
tice of disregarding sufficient level 
of certainty by addingGraham'sname 
to Texas' list of shame. 



Capital murder 
cases must be held 
to very high 
standards of proof.

Such arrogance and pretense diat 
he and Texas are infallible in the face 
of die flimsiest of evidence of guilt, 
even when controverted by evidence 
strongly suggesting innocence, de- 
serves die strongest condemnation 
possible. And, this man wants to be 
President and preside over decisions 
that can affect the life and death of the 
whole human race? It is beyond 
comprehension diat we would put 
such power in die hands of a man of 
so little wisdom, humility and capac- 
ity for common sense judgment. 

Capital murder cases must be held 
to very high standards of proof. The 
unanimous decision by a jury of guilt 
"beyond a reasonable doubt" has 
served our justice system well for 
hundreds of years. But even diat 
standard is not high enough to mete 
out the death penalty in the sentenc- 
ing phase of the trial. There, the 
standard can be nothing less than 
guild beyond a moral certitude. 

To reach Uiat level means that a 
jury's decision to execute must also 
be unanimous. "And, a jury alone 
should render die decision to execute, 
since judges have proved to have no 
more qual ms dian prosecutors orodier 
politicians in playing the politics of 
death for thcirown political purposes. 

But even those safeguards are not 
enough to insure we uphold the con- 
stitutional right to due process for all 



accused of capital murder to prevent 
the wrongful conviction of an inno- 
cent man in the first place. The lack 
of competent counsel in capital mur- 
der cases for indigent defendants is a 
national scandal. That lack is most 
attocious in die southern stales, widi 
bodi Texas and Virginia being two of 
die worst in the nation: 

Like Texas, Virginia has refused to 
adequately fund its public defender 
offices to insure that every indigent 
defendant (and especially those on 
trial for their lives) has competent 
counsel and the necessary funds to 
investigate die allegations to prop- 
erty defend diemselves in die court- 
room. 

The result is that Virginia perpetu- 
ates U'avesties of justice under the 
pretense that it affords an accused a 
fair U^ial. Not only is die indigent's 
counsel often incompetent, but the 
vast majority of convictions are ob- 
tained by die buyingof plea-bargained 
testimony from criminals willing to 
say whatever the prosecutor wants to 
escape punishment for their own 
crimes. 

Let'sbeclearhere! Youandlhave 
the innocent blood on our hands of 
every person wrongfully executed in 
Virginia due to our refusal to provide 
competent counsel diat could have 
gotten to the trudi and prevented Uiat 
wrongful conviction. 

But, even more dian you and I, the 
blood is on the hands of our state 
legislators and governors who refuse 
to delegate the funds needed to staff 
high-quality public defenders' of- 
fices. 

The two-diirds of Virginians who 
still believe the deadi penalty is mwal 
and just have a special obligation to 
pay whatever taxes are necessary (no 
matter how high) to insure Uiat qual- 
ity of legal defense is on hand to 
prevent human errw and the tragedy 
of a wrongful execution.

Slavery was bad, 
but retribution 
idea is worse 

For most of my 76 years, I have 
tried to understand die plight of slaves 
who were sold by dieir own people in 
Africa to Breton sea captains who, in 
turn, sold 
them to 
Southern 
plantation 
owners. 

Asa white 
man diere is 
no way diat I 
could possi- 
bly under- 
stand what it 
was like in 
those terrible 
days. I have 
tried todo re- 
search on m^ 
own ances- 
^^_^__^___ tors to deter- 
'''~'"^~'^~'~~ mine how 
many slaves 
they owned 
and was not surprised that diey didn 't 
own any. 

My grandmodier assured me diat 
they didn't mainly because my an- 
cestors came to America widi Gen. 
James Edward OglethcMpe. An En- 
glishman, he became interested in 
persons who had been imprisoned for. 
not paying their debts. Oglediorpe 
hoped to help them by establishing 
an American colony for debtors. 

Oglediorpe and 1 14 colonists ar- 
rived in America in February 1733 
and setded where Savannah now 
stands. My ancestors were among 
those 1 14 debtors. They worked die 
land themselves and, as I have stated, 
no slaves were owned by my ances- 
Uxs to the best of my knowledge and 
extensive research by members of 
my family. 

That, however, does not relieve me 
from being deeply troubled by die 
way human beings were loaded on 
slave ships and shackled to each odier 
in hot holes below deck where many 
smothered. Wives were separated 
from husbands. They were beaten 
and starved, and when they arrived in 
America they were sold. History tells 
us diat some slaves fared better than 
odiers in the Soudi, but that is no 
consolation for being a slave. 

Now if diere are any slaves living 
today — and I'm not sure that diere 
are — I would support a monetary 
retribution for them and support a 
public apology from the U.S . govern- 
ment and I will apologize personally. 
However, this insane ideadf a|tol- 
ogy and retribution brought about by 
Rep. John Lewis (Ga.) for ancestors 
of slaves is just anodier ploy on his 
part to further his political career. 
Where would die money come from? 
Taxes from starving widows? Would 
bodi black and white pay the bill? It 
seems unfair to make blacks pay for 
something they had nothing to do 
widi. 

Lewis should devote his dme to 
helping blacks get an education, jobs 
and better living conditions rather 
dian a handout to prove a point. Lewis' 
whole career has been devoted to 
insUgating uouble between blacks 
and whites in order to justify his own 
existence. 

He is a litde fat man with a big 
moudi, and he ought to shut up.

Editor's note: This is the second 
column in a two-part series. 

After a frantic call from General 
Comwallis for supplies and fresh 
troops, Adm. Thomas Graves with 
his 19-ship 
British fleet 
and himself 
on the Lon- 
don, a90-gun 
ship, arrived 
at the mouth 
of the Chesa- 
peake Bay on 
Sept. 5, 1781 
only to find 
Adm. 
Frandois Jo- 
seph Paul 
Comte de 
Grasse and 
his French 
fleet of 28 tall 
ships block- 
ing the Bay. 
The British 
sailors were 
looking at 
4nore French warships than most Brit- 
ish sailors had ever seen in one spot. 
The two fleets maneuvered for three 
days, exchanging cannon balls while 
trying to catch a favorable wind. The 
British ships were more powerful but 
the French were better marksmen and 
they inflicted heavy damage on the 
British. Approximately 600 men, 
none of them Americans, were killed 
in this encounter. 

Tlie British fleet finally withdrew 
to sail back to New York for repairs. 
This battle was crucial to the victory 
at Yorktown. With the French fleet 
blocking any reinforcements by sea 
and the combined armies of the allies 
closing in by land, Comwallis was 
trapped. 

Washington and his troops arrived 
in Williamsburg on Sept. 24 and in 
Yorktown on Sept. 28. The might of 
the British, a total of 7,500 with their 
best commander, Comwallis, was fi- 
nally pitted against the combined 
forces of the allies, Washington, 
Lafayette, Rochambeau, von 
Steuben, the fresh French troops 
brought by de Grasse, the cavalry 
under Due de Lauzun and the Vir- 
ginia militia under Thomas Nelson 
Jr.,numbering 17,000 in all. The bom- 
b^edm^ni of the allies w3s the most 
tiemefKlous fire that the British had 
experienced in America. 

On the morning of October 17, 
1781 atlOo'clock,adrummerboyin 
red appeared on a parapet of the Brit- 
ish defenses and beat the signal for a 
parley. The guns ceased firing, and 
an officer appeared in front of the 
lines with a white flag and a letter 
from Gen. Comwallis to Gen. Wash- 
ington asking to talk about terms for 
surrender. 

On Oct. 19, at 2 o'clock. Gen. 
George Washington on his white 
horse watched the British presence irt 
the 13 colonies come to an end — 
only 15 miles from where it had be- 
gun nearly two centuries earlier in 
Jamestown. 

The British, bedecked in new uni- 
forms issued them by Comwallis, 
marched out between the lines of the 
ragged Asnericans and the sparkling 
French in their cream and silver. 

As their band played a mournful 
tune called, "The Worid Turned Up- 
side Down" (a very apt tune since the 
outcome of this battle changed the 
worid forever) and with tears in their 
eyes they threw down their weapons. 
This surrender marked the begin- 
ning of the endof the American Revo- 
lution. Great Britain would stall an- 
other two years before finally grant- 
ing America their independent in 
1783. Against the greatest possible 
odds,- the United States of America

had won its right to liberty. 

A statue of Admiral de Grasse (a 
gift from France) was erected by the 
Virginia Beach Bicentennial Com- 
mission in 1976. An overlook was 
also constructed so that visitors can 
stand and look out over the mouth of 
the great Chesapeake Bay and view 
where on Sept. 5, 1781, the Battle of 
the Virginia Capes was fought, where 
28 French ships stood against the 19 
British fleet, keeping supplies and 
replacement troops from General 
Comwallis at Yorktown. 

This statue and overtook are lo- 
cated at Fort Story, within sight of the 
old Cape Henry Lighthouse and the 
First Landing Memorial Cross. 

J.J. Jusserand, ambassador of 
France to the United Slates said, "Ad- 
miral de Grasse risked more and did 
more for the United States than any 
single foreigner. By blockading the 
James and York Rivers and by re- 
pulsing the British fleet, thereby pre- 
venting its coming to the relief of 
Lord Comwallis at Yorktown, this 
French Naval officer became a po- 
tent factor in the establishment of the 
American Republic." 

This baffle received little historical 
ra;ognition, but there is a street at the 
Virginia Beach City Complex named 
after Admiral de Grasse and his statue 
at Fort Story will always be a re- 
minder of the help he gave to make us 
the free and great nation we are to- 
day. 

Even though "the Battle of the 
Capes" may have been considered an 
inconclusive naval battle for the 
French, it was one of the most deci- 
sive in world history and it was fought 
for the prize of a continent 

Two quotations and a depiction of 
the area of the battle is on a second 
monument near the statue of Admiral 
de Grasse. These quotations are: 

"/ wish it was in my power to 
ejq>ress to Congress how much I feel 
myself indebted to the Comte de 
Cfrasse and his fleet. G. Washington, 
Oct. 19. 1781." 

"I consider myself infinitely happy 
to have been of some service to the 
United States.. .reserve me a place in 
your memory, de Grasse, Nov. 3, 
1781" 

As we celebrate this July 4ih, let us 
remember the eariy 13 colonies, the 
men who fought and died in the 
American Revolution and all the wars 
since that time, the Allies fighting 
with the colonists, and especially 
Admiral de Grasse for making this, 
tlK celebration of the birth of our 
nation, possible.

Up close and personal 
Itm Thompson: !](arate master

Karate master Tim Thompson is often ap- 
proached by people who wonder why his 
black belt is so frayed that the white threads 
beneath show through — and why he does- 
n't just get a new one. 

Thompson's answer is simple: it is his 
badge of experience, showing how long he 
has been a Black Belt. Like stripes on a of- 
ficer's uniform, it is not something easily 
"replaced. ' 

Nor is his love for martial arts, which 
began 30 years ago. 

"I was young when I got into it — right 
out of high school. Number one, I was small. 
You always hear that Chuck Norris had the 
same story. You get involved in martial arts 
and you become a 'giant.' I never intended 
to become a 'giant.' It was just something 1 
could do to get physically fit with the bypro- 
duct of learning self-defense. Most people 
who get into it never get out of it," he ex- 
plained. 

But Thompson, who is founder and direc- 
tor of the Ryoshin-Kan Karate School and 
the Dragon Force Demo Team, learned 
more than self-defense. He gained self- 
discipline. As an instructor, it is the most 
valuable trail he can instill in the students. 

"People come to my school and say, 
'What will my child leam here?' I say, 'Pa- 
tience, courtesy and endeavor. Those are 
our dojo principles, not block, punch, kick.' 
I tell them this is a way of life. 

"I don't go to a football game and say, 
'Remember when I caught that touchdown 
pass?' There is no remembering — you're 
doing it right now. You're the present. I'm 
always amazed by how old some of the 
Japanese and Chinese teachers are, and 
they're still doing it. It's a mindset, a way of 
life." 

Thompson's love of martial arts continued 
through college at Virginia Military Institute 
and spanned a 25-year Navy career. In 1980, 
he opened his school with the award- 
winning Dragon Force Demo Team. The 
school boasts about 250 students, including 
180 children and yourlg people, and inte- 
grates the philosophy of "mind, body, 
spirit." 

"It's like a triangle with the mind at the 
top. The easiest to train is the body. The 
spirit is OK to pump up. The mind is the 
hardest," Thomp.son said. "People wonder 
why it takes four years to get your black 
belt? It the mind, not the body. It takes a 
year to teach the black belt techniques, but 
three years to train the mind. It doesn't hap- 
pened overnight." 

Thompson doesn't regard karate and the 
other martial arts as mere sports. Like bal- 
let, he says it is a discipline. He's amazed 
by his students who, starting out, have to be 
poked and prodded to get to class on time. 
By the time they get into it, however, the 
martial arts mean self-discipline — they are 
there on time, organized and ready to leam. 

According to Thompson, 2000 is a very 
good year for himself and the school which 
he opened in 1980. It is the institution's 20th 
anniversary, and he was recently selected to 
appear on a series of collectors cards dis- 
tributed by Action Martial Arts magazine. 
It's quite an accomplishment, considering 
there are 27 million people participating in 
martial arts woridwide. 

In addition, he is being inducted into the 
2000 World Karate Union .Hall of Fame as 
Master Instructor of the Year and Black 
Belt Goshinjitsu Team of the Year. He is 
being bestowed the Golden Lifetime 
Achievement Award. 

In his three decades of studying the mar- 
tial arts, Shihan (teacher) Thompson has 




taught thousands of adults and children in 
the ways of karate-do, kobudo (weapons) 
and goshinjitsu (advance self-defense). His 
school has produced numerous national and 
world champions, and in 1996 and 1999 
topped the world championships. He has 
performed in more than 1,000 karate demon- 
strations and, in 1995, directed and starred 
in the movie "The Adventures of Dragon 
Force." 

Thompson's success can be credited to a 
"can-do" attitude which he hopes rubs off 
on others. 

"If you hang in there long enough, it'll 
happen," he urged. "You can't let things get 
you down. You can get depressed and cry 
about it, or you can pick up the pieces and 
deal with the ups and downs. It boils down 
to coping with life — not everything is 
going to be a picnic."

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Discovering a passion for fashion 
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Out In 
LeftField

Just when I thought I was begin- 
ning to get a handle on Virginia colo- 
nial history, I learned that I had a 
long, long way to go. 
I was invited to attend an 18th- 
century 
fashion 
show at 
ScoidiUwn, 
Patrick 
Henry's 
prc-Revo- 
lutionary 
home in 
Hanover 
County. 
This his- 
toric site, 
owned and 
operated by 
the APVA 
(Associa- 
tion for the 
■^■"■"■■~^^"^— Preserva- 
tion of Vir- 
ginia Antiquities), hosted an Igth 
century fashion show produced by 
the Scotchtown and Chancellor- 
Wy the chapters of the National Soci- 
ety Daughters of the American Revo- 
lutim. 

Since I hadn't been to Scotchtown 
for about a year, I decided that I'd 
accept the invitation and drive up to 
tour the site. I thought that maybe I 
might learn something about colo- 
nial ladies fashions as well. As usual, 
I learned quite a bit more than I had 
anticipated. 

The 18th century, often referred to 
as the "Age of Elegance," was aided 
and abetted by a number of inven- 
tions and developments. The flying 
shuttle, invented in 1733, sped up the 
weaving process, and the spinning 
jenny, created in the 1760s, permit- 
ted the mass production of fabrics 
that were affordable to the emerging 
middle class in Europe and America. 
In addition, the discovery of perma- 
nent dyes and the development of 
block-printed cotton introduced col- 
orful patterned cloth into the mass 
market for the first time. 

Fw women of the 18th century, 
looped-up full skirts, quilted petti- 
coats, tight bodices trimmed with 
laces, ruffles and puffs were the gen- 
eral fashion of the day. Ladies in the 
Southern colonies found that the 
heavy-embroidered coats and hooped 
skirts worn over layers of petticoats 
favored in the Northern colonies could 
not be endured in the sweltering sum- 
mer of the South. Favored fabrics in 
the Southern colonies included ging- 
ham, chinu, taffeta, calico, poplin 
and satin. 

As the revolution approached, it 
would be reasonable to assume that 
all thought of fashion might vanish, 
but that was not quite the case. The 
passion for fashion continued. His- 
twical accounts from the period indi- 
cate that "much gaiety and style in 
dress" continued to flourish during

Also improved are city- 
maintained beach-access 
facilities, including those for the 
disabled, and periodic beach 
nourishment for the next 50 years. 

The project reduces the 
potential for major damages to 
approximately 2,000 businesses 
and homes, minimizing the 
impact on an estimated 11,000 
seasonal and full-time jobs. 

It also helps protect Virginia 
Beach tourist industry — some 
2.5 million visitors per year, 
according to Obemdorf. 

"Doesn't our new and improved 
boardwalk look great?" she 
queried the audience, gesturing 
to the beachfront already bustling 
with activity on a hot June 
morning. 

Many of those in attendance 
could remember the effect of 
previous storms before a good 
seawall was in place. 

Oral Lambert, Virginia Beach 
chief financial officer and master 
of ceremonies for the event, 
remembers well the Ash 
Wednesday Storm of 1962, which 
caused $64 million in damage to 
the city. 

Lambert was one of several 
residents whose damaged 
vehicles were used as fill in the 
devastating storm to shore up the 
beach as a temporary prptective 
measure from further erosion. 

His car remains buried beneath 
the sands of the occanfront today. 

Following that storm, which 
included seven-foot tidal 
flooding, an Anny Corps beach 
erosicm study recommended a 25- 
yetr beach nourishment pro^t 
as a prot^tive measure.

the days of the revolution. 

The American Revolution evokes 
the images of shoeless Continental 
soldiers in tattered clothing at Valley 
Forge rather than colonial ladies in 
elegant looped-back silk dresses with 
quilted petticoats. 

I had the good fortune to gain a 
glimpse of life — and the range of 
fashion — in 18th-century Virginia. 
From the elegant gowns of the genuy 
to practical, utilitarian garb of the 
working class, I developed an appre- 
ciation for how — even during the 
revolutionary years — there were 
definite class distinctions in Ameri- 
can society. 

How people dressed has always 
reflected their status in our society, 
even in a society in which all men, 
and presumedly women, were said to 
be "created equal." 

"How you dress tells a lot about 
your status in life," observed Susan 
Nepomuceno, site adminisu-ator at 
Scotchtown. "We got to see different 
levels of social class as far as people 
who were domestic help and people 
of the upper class who, of course, had 
fancier dresses and more detail on 
their clothing because everyday cloth- 
ing was more practical and utilitar- 
lan. 

Linen, woven from Hax, was the 
most popular fabric for clothing dur- 
ing the era of the revolution. 

"Linen was more utilitarian as far 
as breathability and accepting color 
dyes," noted Nepomuceno. "Linen 
could also be woven with wool to 
create, 'linsey-woolsey,' a fabric that

was warmer in the winter months." 
Again, I learned a lot. I had be- 
lieved that cotton was the fabric of 
choice during that era. Coiion, at the 
lime, was rather expensive because 
the colton grown in the colonies was 
sent to England to be made into fab- 
ric. By the time it returned in the form 
of cloth, only the wealthy could af- 
ford to buy it. 

"The practicality of linen actually 
came into play when you were in the 
kitchen," said Nepomuceno. "With 
open hearth cooking, there was a 
tendency for the Hoor-lenglh dresses 
to catch on fire," she noted. "Linen 
bums slower than cotton, so for prac- 



tical purposes, linen was preferred 
because it would bum slower." 

Patrick Henry, the voice of the 
American Revolution, was no slave 
to fashion. In fact, he was a victim of 
fashion. In his earlier years — before 
he bought Scotchtown — he was 
viewed negatively by some of the 
gentry for his penchant for simple, 
humble clothing. 

Some of the gentleman of the House 
of Burgesses regarded Henry as a 
cmde backwoodsman — an ignorant 
counuy boy — and laughedat him 
behind his back for his lack of sophis- 
tication in dress. He dress indicated 
to them that he was clearly not their 
equal. 

"How could a man so humbly 
dressed speak so eloquently?" they 
asked themselves. 

In light of Henry's characteristi- 
cally humble dress, 1 thought there 
was a nice touch of irony in holding 
a fashion show at Scotchtown until I 
learned something else. 

Scotchtown, it seems, was also the 
girlhood home of one of the most 
fashionable of all America's ladies, 
Dolley Payne Madison. 

Dolley Madison had served as of^ 
ficial hostess for Jefferson and her 
husband, James Madison. She was 
noted for her charm, grace, and tact 
as well as her reputation for selling 
fashion trends. 

If a fellow keeps his eyes and ears 
open, there is always the possibility 
that he'll learn something new. It 
seems to happen every lime 1 visit 
Scotehtown. Imagine that!

Jessica Hennessey help guests 
understand what's going on with 
the interactive exhibit. 

"Bear wiih us," she smiles. 
"It's only our second day." 

She explains that the 
Chesapeake Bay tank features 
fishes native to the nearby 
bay,, while the Norfolk Canyon 
aquarium is home to sharks, 
offshore ocean fishes and 
various reefs. 

"Does anyone know what 
'scuba' stands for?" asks 
Taylor, her voice a little 
scratchy through the intercom 
system. 

The audience shrugs, so 
Taylor explains. 

"It means 'self-contained 
underwater breathing 
apparatus.'" 

She slowly swims around, the 
fish still swiriing with her as if 
she is one of their own. Taylor 
explains that the portion of the 
tank she now occupies 
resembles the rocky 
outcropping around the Bay- 
Bridge Tunnel. 

Hennessey invites questions 
from the audience. 

"What kind of fish arc in 
there?" one girl asks. 

"Good question/' Taylor 
acknowledges, noting typical 
varieties include u-iggerfish, 
bottom feeders, black drum and 
skate. 

"How much training do you 
have to go through to do this?" 
another question comes. 

Taylor's answer is more 
complicated this time. Museum 
volunteers — there are about 
50 active divers right now — 
must complete a skills test, 
have at least 10 open water 
dives and be age 18 or older, 
among other prerequisites. 

"It's a great program," she 
adds. "I've been here aboui 18 
months and enjoy it greatly," 
she noted. 

A lilile girl innocently asks 
Taylor, "How do fish see 
underwater?" 



Hennessey fields that one, 
noting a fish's eyes arc 
constructed to adapt to ihcir 
environment. 

"The skates are getting a 
little anxious now," Taylor 
interjects. "They want to be 
fed." 

She disappears to the surface 
to retrieve food. When she 
returns, there are more fish 
around her than ever as ilicy 
appear en masse for a tidbit. 

After the feeding, Taylor 
swims around a few minutes 
longer, then swims to the 
surface again to remove her 
wetsuit. 

"We'll get it down to a 
science soon," Hennessey says 
at the end of the presentation. 

Up top, Taylor is removing 
her fins, wetsuit and oxygen 
tank. 

"It's a lot of fun — totally 
different than being in open 
water. You're actually part of 
Ihe tank. And the fish have 
different personalities," she 
notes. 'The skates and I have 
really bonded." 

Beth Firchau, curator of bay 
and ocean exhibits, adds that 
the museum is looking for more 
experienced divers who'd like 
to do what Taylor does. 

"They are instrumental in 
what we do. B.J. has been 
pivotal in our skate care. She 
stepped up early on in the 
game and played a big part in 
getting those guys stabilized, 
eating and healthy. She needs 
to be noted for that."

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Lighthouse puts visitors in touch with past, present

From the lighthouse gift shop to 
the top of the Old Cape Henry 
Lighthouse, there are 189 steps. 
It's definitely not a trip for the faint 
of heart or the terminally indolent. 

John Starling, site coordinator 
for the Association for the Preser- 
vation of Virginia Antiquities 
APVA) at the lighthouse, usually 
climbs and descends those 89 con- 
crete and 100 iron steps at least 
four or five times a day. 

Starling scales the steps of the 
sandstone structure daily with 
school tour groups. Occasionally 
he even escorts out-of-town visi- 
tors just to point out landmaiics 
and other objects of interest. Star- 
ling even concedes that sometimes 
he climbs the ancient tower simply 
to enjoy the spectacular view. 

"It's a beautiful view. On a good 
clear day, you'll see the full length 
of the Chesapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel from one end to the other," 
said Starling. 

"Looking across the bay, you can 
see the Cape Charles Lighthouse. 
Looking out to sea, you can see 
the Chesapeake Light Tower," he 
noted. "The view of all the sailing 
ships during OpSail was spectacu- 
lar." 

One of Virginia Beach's old- 
est structures, the Old Cape Henry 
Lighthouse is also probably the 
most familiar landmark to Beach 
residents and sightseers alike. The 
lighthouse and its grounds are en- 
circled by the Fort Story Military 
Reservation which also contains a 
small part of Colonial National 
Historical Park that commemorates 
the First Landing of the Jamestown 
colonists in Virginia. 

Starling, a retired. Navy veteran 
originally from Port Isabel on 
South Padre Island, Texas, has 
been associated with the Virginia 
Beach landmark as a volunteer for 
20 years. For the last four years, 
he has served as site coordinator 
with the APVA. 



"I can't call it a job because this 
is what I love," smiled Starting. "I 
like history. And the people that 
I've been associated with, locally 
and from other places, since I've 
been site coordinator have been just 
unbelievable." 

Last year, the Old Cape Henry 
Lighthouse, the official symbol of 
the city of Virginia Beach, played 
host to more than 78,000 visitors. 

"Our goal this year is 100.000," 
said Starling. "We've been doing a 
little more advertising than previ- 
ously." 

The old lighthouse was deeded to 
the APVA by Congress in 1930. 
With the cooperation of post offi- 
cials at Fort Story, the APVA has 
maintained the old tower over the 
last 70 years. Recently, ventilators 
have been installed to increase air 
flow between the original sand- 
stone exterior and the brick liner of 
1867. 

Restoration and maintenance, ac- 
cording to Starling, have been con- 
tinuing processes over the years. 
Stress meters have been installed to 
monitor the strain along the cracks 
of the exterior sandstone walls. 
Maintenance has been scheduled 
during the offseason to avoid inter- 
ference with the daily tours. 

This eight-sided, 90-foot tower 
has graced the shores of Cape 
Henry since 1791, when it was 
built of Rappahannock and Aquia 
sandstone by "bricklayer, builder, 
and undertaker," John McComb, Jr. 

"This is the first lighthouse built 
on the Chesapeake Bay. This also 
has the distinction of being the 
first public works project autho- 
rized by the U.S. Government," 
said Starting. "It was approved dur- 
ing the first session of the First 
Congress." 

It was also the first government 
project to encounter cost overrun - 
something that has evolved into a 
modern governmental convention. 
Originally, the contract for the 
Cape Henry Lighthouse called for 
the sum of $15,200 to which an 
adjustment of $2,500 wasaddedbe-

cause it was necessary to revise the 
initial plans for the structure's 
foundation. 

The contract also specified that 
the building have the "shape of an 
octagon" with three windows in the 
east and four windows in the west. 
Another provision in the contract 
called for "electrical conductors to 
secure it from the effects of light- 
ning." 

On March 3i, I79i. the 
contract for the lighthouse was 
signed by Alexander Hamilton, rep- 
resenting the U.S. government, and 
John McComb, Jr. 

George Washington supported 
the project and his influence led to 
Congress to sanction funding the 
original lighthouse. "Not only did 
Washington support it. From what 
1 understand, during the construc- 
tion of the lighthouse, Washington 
visited the lighthouse at least 
once," said Starling. Washington 
took a personal interest in the as- 
signment of a keeper. Laban Gof- 
figan, likely a man from Norfolk, 
was named the first keeper. 

Late in October of 1792, the first 
fish oil lamps of the "Old Light 
Tower at Cape Henry" illuminated 
the entrance of the Chesapeake 
Bay. The old beacon served faith- 
fully and continually until 1881 
when it was replaced by the adja- 
cent cast iron structure. 

Since its "retirement," the lantern 
and reflectors have been removed, 
and the original wooden staircase 
has long since been replaced by a 
steel one. 

'Today, we have two historic 
lighthouses — at the same point 
— totally independent of each 
other," Starting said. "Even 
though we no longer have a light 
in the Old Cape Henry, we arc still 
listed as a day marker," he noted. 
"Vessels can line up both light- 
houses and use them to guide 
themselves in." 

Sharon Patterson a visitor from 
Lynchburg, Virginia, characterized 
the view from the top of the CMd 
Cape Henry Lighthouse as "awe- 
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the entrance to the

some, breathtaking." 

Kenny and Debra Sparks of Hur- 
ricane, W. Va., have viewed visit- 
ing lighthouses as a hobby of 
sorts. After visiting lighthouses 
along the Outer Banks, the Sparks 
were impressed with the Old Cape 
Henry Light. 

"It's amazing how sturdy aid 
sound it still is after all these 
years," commented Kenny Sparks.

Lisa Miller, a visitor from Slip- 
pery Rock, Pennsylvania, climbed 
to the top with her sons Evan and 
Anthony. 

"The climb is inspiring," said 
Miller while trying to catch her 
breath. "The view is fantastic." 

In addition to the fantastic view 
it affords, this old light tower radi- 



ates a remarkable sense of perma- 
nence. The time-worn edifice has a 
rock-solid appearance, and the stone 
exterior of the tower suggests that 
it will continue to endure forever. 

One has a feeling that with the 
help of the APVA that it will easi- 
ly stand for another 200 years 
through a variety of northeasters, 
hurricanes, and violent thunder- 
storms.
